THE BECKNER FAMILY 


"Dunkards who reached the Valley in 1745, dissatisfied with Pennsylvania, 
were German Seventh Day Baptists, organized in Germany in 1703, A group 
of its members came to America in 1719, under the leadership of Peter 
Beckner." From Roanoke = Story of County and City: WPA Writers 
Project, Published in 1942, 


Early Beckners in Botetourt were Joseph, who voted in the election of 17923 
Jonathan and John, who voted in the election in 1782. Samuel, who served 
in Lt. Reynolds Company of the Militia in 1782. John Beckner acquired land 
from James Snodgross in 1786 = 150 acres on Catawba Creek. Nicholas 
purchased land from Moore in 1787 = 158 acres on Looney's Creek. Jonathan 
purchased land in 1793 = 75 acres on Back Creek. Lawrence purchased land 
from Kelly in 1786 = 200 acres on Looney's Creek, The deed from Andrew 
Clark conveyed to Lawrence Beckner 102 acres on Looney's Creek in 1797. 
Others in the County were Samuel, Henry and Abraham, 


We can not connect these Beckners with Peter of the Dunkard group, although 
we speculate that he is a forebearer since the early Beckners in Botetourt 

shared his religion. We can only compile Beckner information as accurately 
as possible, with the records at hand; listing those whose relationships we 
can verify, and mentioning others for the help it may offer those who wish 

to delve further. 


We know that Abraham Beclmer married Christianna Deardorf (?) Beckner, born 
in 1772, in Pennsylvania. From 1850 census records she is listed as age 78, 
living with the John Beckner family. Christianna and Abraham Beckmer had the 
following children:

On January 3, 1811, Deed Book 10, page 270, “John Ammen, (wife Christianna) 
conveyed to Michael Ammen, 16 acres, being a part of his allotment of 218 
acres (no. 6) being conveyed to him by his father, Durst Ammen, who is now 
deceased = joing said Michaels allotment (no. 8) in the lands of Durst 
Ammen, on Looney's Creek." This Michael Ammen, son of Durst and Eva Ranck 
Ammen, married Catherine Deardorf, daughter of Peter Deardorf, on Aptil 5, 
1791. ae and Christianna Deardorf Beckner Ammen were probably 
sisters. 


Apparently there were three branches of the Beckner family; Lawrence Beckner 
and his descendents in the Mill Creek area, for whom Beckner Creek there 

was named. Jonathan Beckner and his descendents lived in the Back Creek 
area, and John Beckner's family lived in the Catawba Creek ~ Lapsleys Run 
section of the County.

In several branches of the BECKNER family genealogical records havd been kept, 
89 that we now find it possible to compile some of the genealogy of our 
BECKNER ancestry. We certainly want to make available to all persons who are 
interested these records and accounts of Beckner lineage. 


The name BECKNER may have been "BECHNER" originally. Names ending in the letters 
"ner" are not €ommon among German names; this may or may not support the tradition 
that the name was originally of Huguenot origin, tracing back to fanilies of the 
Alsace-Lorraine area. 


At an early date there were certainly Beckner families in Switzerland and The 
Palatinate. : 


' Today people by the name of Beckner reside in the Lake Constance area along 


the border between Germany and Switzerland. 


It is recorded that our ancestor, DANIEL BECKNER I was born about 1750 in 
Germany, possibly in or near Baden-Baden and married Anna Danner Latham (sometimes 
Locham or Lachaw). To date we have been unable to locate their marriage record, 
orbirth or baptismal records of their issue. Family records indicate that three 
sons were born to them as follows: 

Daniel Beckner I! born Jm. 5, 1789

In\ 1809 Daniel Beckneym wife Anna, and sons left their home in Germany and 
embarked on the hazardous journey to America. Family records indicate that they | 
left an estate in a bank in Baden, Ggrmany and apparently never returned to claim it. 


There is another account of our ancestor, and I quote as follows from a letter 
written in 1953 by Ruth Beckner Lewis of Springfield, Mo., to Orale Hess Brow,

Inasmuch as the accounts given above are not in agreement we can only hope that 
searching in the future may prove fruitful and give us the facts about our ancestor. 
Tnus far we have no death or burial records for Daniel Beckner I, or for his wife 
Anna, but we do hope that in time they may be found. 


It is highly probable that our Daniel Beckner family resided in Pennsylvania, 
Virginia, and Ohio before coming to Indiana.

BECKNERS IN PBNNSYLVANIA 


There seems no question but that Daniel Beckner II married MARY LEASE in 1813, 
quite probably in Pennsylvania. 


Mary Lease is recorded as the daughter of Abram and M Lease, surely the 

Abram Lease who served in the American Revolution and i recorded on a York County, 
Pennsylvania muster roll as having been a member of the lst Company, lst Battalion 
of York County Militia as of April 11, 1778. 


In the genealogical record of the Leas family it is stated that Abraham Lease was 

the fifth child of Leonard and Sara Leas. Abraham Leas was named in the 1782 will 
of Leonard Leas, and designated as a resitent of Reading Township, Pennsylvania = 

surely Reading Township in the western part of York County, Pennsylvania. 


Thus we may conclude that quite probably our Beckners were in this part of 
Pennsylvania at least in 1813 when Daniel Lease II married Mary Lease. 


Our Beckners May possibly have been with relatives in York County, Pennsylvania, 
as we find Beckners among land owners there and on tax lists.

We cannot say whether or not these Beckners of York County were relatives of our 
Beckners, but such could have been the case, and it may be that our ancestral

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BECKNERS IN VIRGINIA 


When our early Beckner forbears removed to Botétourt County, Virginia, 
prior September 11h, they were quite possibly going there to join related 
Beckner feamilies who had been there a number of years and were well established, 


Botitourt County was formed from Augusta County in 1769and was for a time an 
immense county, extending westward and northward to the Mississippi River and 
the Great Lakes. In early Court Records in Fincastle, Virginia (county seat of 
Botitourt County) we find that early deeds in the county were made in 1783, 
chiefly to German families who were looking for good land and had the money to 
pay for its these early families included Graybills, Simmons, Keplers, Gish, 
Stauffers, Sneiders, Harshbargers, Sauers, and Beckners. 


. In 1787 Nicholas Beckner bought land in Botétourt County. 


In 1766 Lawrence Beckner purchased 200 acres on Beckner's Branch of Mill Creek 
south east of Fincastle. There is record of a Lawrence Beckner homestead 

19 miles north of Roanoke just west of the Mill Creek Baptist Chapel located on 
Beckner's branch of Mill Creek. (Fincastle is north of Roanoke, so the above two 
references are to the same neighborhood.) This Lawrence Beckner died in 1802,

Note that the same given names occur in both the Virginia Beckner families and our 
known Beckner lines, namely == Daniel, John, Nicholas, Isaac and Jacob. 


We cannot say with certainty how many years our Daniel Beckner II, wife Mary Lease 
and family remained in Virginia. Nor can we Say whether or not his parents, 
Daniel Beckner I and wife Anna Danner Latham were then living and with them. 


‘Sources disagree as to the birthplaces of children of Daniel Beckner II and wife 


Mary Lease. But reasonably reliable sources indicate that the fanily must have: 
remained in Virginia, Botitourt County, until about 1827, when they removed to 
Montgomery County, Ohio, in the vicinity of Dayton. It is possible that they 
left Botitourt County sooner, but until proven otherwise we can rather assume 
that they remained in Virginia during the years 181-1827, despite the fact that 
some sources indicate that children born between 1821 and 1827 were born in Ohio. 
in time we may be able to uncover more evidence as to where they did reside in 
those years prior 1827.

George Beckner is enumerated alone on the 1890 census. He is also listed in Smith's First 
Directory of Oklahoma Territory (for the year commencing August 1st 1890). He is shown on 
the southwest quarter (164 acres) of Section 33, Township 11 North, Range 1 West. This land 
is in the 2 and 1/2 mile wide 

strip of land at the top of Cleveland County that was added to Oklahoma County in September 
of 1891. George appears in Cleveland County's first tax book which was for the 1891 tax year. 
After that tax year he should appear on the Oklahoma County tax books until his move to 
Pottwatomie County sometime before 1900.

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Message from the Governor. 


13 February, 1913. 
To the Honorable Speaker and Members of the House of Representatives: 

Gentlemen :—I herewith return to you, without my approval, En- 
rolled Act No. 3, House of Representatives, entitled: ‘‘An act making an 
appropriation for the relief of Mrs. Mary Stressner’’. Such an appropria- 
tion as is provided in this act is clearly unconstitutional and I could not be 
a party to such an assault as it makes upon the fundamental law of the 
state. 

From the discussion of the bill in the two houses it was evident that 
the members of the legislature did not understand the circumstances con- 
cerning the killing of Charles L. Stressner, the husband of Mrs. Mary 
Stressner. They overlooked the constitutional provision forbidding such 
an appropriation; I do not know that the constitutionality of the appro- 
priation proposed was raised. 

I have investigated the matter as fully as I could and J gain my ~ 
knowledge from those who were in a position to know and from the testi- 
mony of the coroner’s inquest held upon the body of Mr. Stressner. 

On the day of the shooting Stressner borrowed a shotgun from one 
person and shells from another. He left his home and went in pursuit of © 
some escaping convicts—not trap shooting, as is generally believed. He — 
tried to halt the fleeing convicts; they refused to stop and he shot one 
convict named Richardson in the legs, and another convict by the name 
of Burke in the back. Neither shot did any. particular damage to the 
fleeing convicts because the shells used were loaded with very fine shot. 
Richardson then turned and ordered Stressner to throw down his gun, 
which he did not do. Elliott, one of the escaping convicts, had a 30-40 © 
rifle which he had wrested from one Bert Talbot. Richardson told Elliott 
to shoot Stressner; this he did not do. Richardson then took the rifle 
from Elliott and shot Stressner, the bullet taking effect just below the 
eye. The shot was the fatal one. 

- The place where the shooting occurred was a block and a half away 
from Stressner’s home. — i 

Stressner was not an employee of the state; he was not of a posse 
pursuing the prisoners, nor did he in any manner belong to the police — 
force of the city of Rawlins. His statement before leaving his home leaves _ 
no doubt that he started out voluntarily to pursue those who had escaped 
from the penitentiary.

; I feel sorry for Mrs. Stressner, but I could not let my sympathies go 
so far as to be a party to taking money out of the treasury of the state 
which the constitution of the state expressly forbids. 
The outbreak at the penitentiary—almost an everyday occurrence 
in some penitentiaries in the United States—was made a political one, 
and certain small-minded and narrow men made it a pretext to influence 
_ the people at the general election then about to be held. Falsehoods and 
misrepresentations were resorted to to deceive the public. At times of 
accidents or misfortunes good citizens, of whatever party affiliation, 
usually lend their assistance to a state and its officers. 
I received a letter from Mrs. Stressner soon after the death of her 
busband, in which she asked if some aid could not be given to her. In order 
to refute the untruthful statements made on this floor to influence legisla- 
tion, I herewith quote my reply to Mrs. Stressner in full. This covers all 
the correspondence I had on the subject of charity to her. 


**21 November, 1912. 
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| ‘““Mrs. Mary Stressner, 
‘“‘Lock Box 290, 
‘‘Rawlins, “Wyoming. 
“My Dear Mrs. Stressner :-—No one can sympathize with you more 
deeply than I do in the loss of your husband. There is no fund out of 
which I can make a contribution for your relief. However, I will do 
this: If the people of Rawlins, especially the men who have tried to dis- 
grace and dishonor the state, ‘because of the unfortunate outbreak of the 
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prisoners, will deposit $900 in one of the banks for your benefit, I will 
deposit $100. If they will not do this and will deposit $450 in the bank 
I will give $50 to make it $500. In other words, up to $1,000 I will give 
one-tenth if nine-tenths is contributed by Rawlins people.

In connection with others I am willing to help Mrs. Stressner, as 
I deeply sympathize with her, as I have suggested in my letter quoted 
above. However, I can not, and will not be a party to a violation of the 
constitution of my state.

Enoch Noah Bennett 


Enoch Noah Bennett was born 4 November 1854 in Dallas 


County, to Sarah Dougan (Bennett) and Hiram Bennett. He was 


the fourth child of his mother and the fourteenth child of his 
father. When he was about ten years old, his family moved to 
White River Township, Washington County, Arkansas, which 
was about ten miles southeast of Fayetteville. Among the 
closest neighbors were the Vinzant family: mother, father, and 
six daughters. 


Jehu Milton Vanzant/Vinzant, born in 1825 in Tennessee, 
probably McMinn County, was the son of Jacob and Elizabeth 
Vanzant, both born about 1790 in North Carolina. They were 
residing in Carroll County, Arkansas in the 1860s. Sarah (Paris) 
Vanzant was the daughter of Dorcas (Pickens) and William M. 
Paris. Her mother was the daughter of Dorcas (Hallum) and 
Robert Pickens (captain in the Revolutionary War and cousin of 
General Andrew Pickens). Her father was the son of Elitha 
(Payne) and Henry Paris. 


Jehu also owned land in Marion County, Arkansas, and died on 
one of his trips there in 1868. That left Sarah with six 
unmarried daughters to support. 


Sarah?s sister and brother-in-law, Lucinda and John J. Payne, 
lived near her. (John?s grandfather was a brother to Sarah?s 
and Lucinda?s grandmother, Elitha.) Enoch?s older brother, 
Solomon Monroe, married Elvy Narcissus Payne, daughter of 
Lucinda and John. The three families were close, both as family 
and as neighbors. 


Enoch married the third Vanzant daughter, Mary Ann, on 23 
September 1872, about five weeks before his eighteenth 
birthday.

SILLS 


The Sills family arrived in Penhold in April 1911. Mr. Sills arrived the week before to find lodging for the family. 
When they left Washington spring was well on the way so it was quite a shock to find a foot of snow on the 
ground at Penhold. The Sills lived in many places but finally built a large frame house on NE 24-37-1-W5. 


Mr. Sills bought and operated the first steam threshing machine. He went from farm to farm never forgetting to 
blow his whistle which always thrilled both young and old. The farmer was glad because he was next in line to get 
his threshing done and the children were pleased because it was an exciting time for them. Threshing in those 
days was a really big job for the ladies with lunches and meals to prepare for about twenty men. The morning 
started at about 4:30 a.m., cooking potatoes, meat, eggs etc. for breakfast and for dinner the men usually ate six 
to ten pies after a large helping of meat, potatoes and vegetables. The ladies would sometimes wonder where all 
the food went. The farmers would sometimes stack the bundles so if snow came they could continue to thresh. 


The social life of the community revolved around the school with the picnic being the highlight of the year. There 
were sad times too. In forty degrees below zero weather F., Mr. Sills, Harvey Beeson and Frank Scott worked all 
day to dig a grave to receive the McGrandle twins. 


Mrs. Sills had a family of three from a previous marriage, Bessie, Harvey Beeson and Veda. Bessie married 
Arthur Bunch. Bessie and Arthur came to Ridgewood with the Sills and lived with them for a short time. They 
then lived with Mr. Riley while Arthur worked on one of Murdy McDonald’s farms before moving to Pine Hill. Veda 
married Bob Edgar who was the reeve of the Municipality of Red Deer for a number of years. Veda and Bob had 
three sons Bob, Bill and Les and one girl, Velda (Ron) Scott of Red Deer. 


Mr. and Mrs. Jerry Sills had five other daughters and a son. Paulinemarried John Blain. Beulah married Charlie 
McDougall, Beatrice is now Mrs. McLaren. Hulda married Fred Blain. Lorinda married Sam Wilson and they 
have two girls and a boy, Loreen of Kelowna, Milton of Penticton and Iveigh of Washington. Jerry's son Manley 
married Madge Lutz of Shady Nook and they live in Spokane. Manley and Madge have both passed away. 

Mrs. Jerry Sills passed away in 1932. Mr. Sills married Eva Langley who had worked for them several years 
before Mrs. Sills’ death. They had a family. Mr. Sills and Eva moved to Spokane in 1940 where he has since 
passed away. 

_HARVEY BEESON 

Harvey Beeson was the son of Mrs. Jerry Sills from a previous marriage. He married Silvery Lebold before he 
moved here from the States. They came to Ridgewood with the Sills family in April 1911. They lived for sometime 
on SE 24-37-1-W5. They had two boys, Boyd and Earl who moved back to the States with their parents. 

JOHN BLAIN 


John and Pauline Blain came to Ridgewood in 1910. Pauline was the daughter of Jerry Sills. They lived on SW 
19-38-28-W4. They lost a little girl with pneumonia. They returned to the States after a short time. 


BUNCH, ARTHUR AND BESSIE 


In 1911, Arthur and Bessie Bunch came to Canada from Talouse, Washington, United States. They settled in the 
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Sills History Page 2 of 2 


Pine Hill area, NW 16=37-1-W5. 


Arthur and Bessie had a family of four sons, Ellis born in 1904, Ray in 1907, Norman in 1920 and Carl in 1926. 
Carl died at the age of eleven years. 


The family left the Pine Hill area in 1930 to take up residence in the Evarts district and later in the Hespero area. 


Ellis married Lila Innis and he passed away in 1975. Ray married Rose Seobert of Hespero. He passed away in 
1983. Norman married Sarah Fradrich from Forestburg. He worked for many years for Alpha Dairy in Red Deer 
and is now retired and living in Red Deer. 


EDGAR, R. H. and VEDA 


R. H. (Bob) Edgar was born September 1, 1884 at Apsley, Ontario. He came west and homesteaded at Hespero 
in 1903. He married Veda Beeson on December 5, 1915. Veda was born July 11, 1895 in State of Idaho. Her 
family had moved to the Ridgewood district in 1910. Bob and Veda’s family were as follows:

The family lived on the Hespero farm until October 1927. In July of 1927 Bob and Veda bought the Woosdworth 
farm close to Red Deer, consisting of a half section on 31-38-27-4. The children attended Crossroads public 
school and Red Deer High School. Bob and Veda resided on the Crossroads farm until retiring in the summer of 
1946 at which time they purchased a home in Red Deer. 

R.H. Edgar was president of Central Alberta Pioneers and Old Timers Association, and was active in building the 
Pioneer Lodge. He was also Reeve of the County of Red Deer for several years and tok a great interest in the 
welfare of Red Deer District and City of Red Deer. He served as Alderman of the City for some time. He passed 
away on July 4, 1959 at age of 75.eda continued to reside in their home un 1975, and now resides in the Plaza 
Apartments (1981) and spends winters in Mesa, Arizona.

the dairy business, which he successfully prosecuted for ten years. April, 
1866, found Mr. Bateman located in Napa Valley, engaged in agricultural 
pursuits ; and in the spring of 1880 he purchased his present valuable farm 
of one hundred and thirty-six acres, and is now chiefly engaged in vinicul- 
ture. Mr. Bateman was united in marriage in Herkimer County, New 
York, in February, 1855, to Mrs. Catherine Willoughby, a native of that 
State, and by this union they have one son, Henry. 


BELL, ROBERT B. Was born on Prince Edwards Island, Dominion 
of Canada, November 10, 1854, and remained in his birthplace until he 
was eighteen years of age. He then came to California, arriving on this 
Coast in June, 1873, and first located in Aptos, Santa Cruz County. Remain- 
ing there but a short time, he, in the following September, moved to Napa 
County and to St. Helena. He first found employment on a dairy ranch, 
where he remained about eighteen months, and then accepted a situation as 
salesman in D. B. Carver’s store, a position he held almost two years.

The BLACKISTON®E family of Md. descends from BLACKISTONS of N ewton 
Hall, a branch of the ancient family of BLACKISTON in the Palatinate of 
Durham. An elaborate pedigree published in Surtee’s History of Durham car- 
ries the line back te the year 1241. 

Arms: Arg., two bars, and in chief three dunghill cocks, gu. Crest: A aunghill 
cock or, created, armed, wattled, and collared, gu. 


The immediate ancestor of the Md. family was 

REV. MARMADUKE BLACKISTON (I) of Newton Hall, son of John Blackiston 

of Blackiston by his first wife Elizabeth Bowes, daughter and co-heir of Sir 
John Bowes of Dalden and Streatham, Kent. He was Vicar of Woodborne, 
Rector of Redmarshall in 1585, Rector of Sedgefield in 1599, Prebendary of 
Durham, and was buried at St. Margaret's, Crossgate, 1639. He—m—,at St. 
Mary-le-Bow, 1595, Margaret James. She was buried at St. Margaret’s. Rev. 
Marmaduke Biackiston and Margaret James his wife had issue as foilows:

John Blackiston, son of Marmaduke, was—b—in 1603, and was—m—at All 
Saints, Newcastle, 1626, to Susan Chambers. He was Memb. of Parliament for 
Newcastle in 1641, Mayor of Newcastle in 1645, and was one of the Judges 
who pronounced sentence of death on King Charles Ist in 1649.

*Nehemiah Blackiston; dau—RKecbeeca, wife of Mr. James Lance and her two 
children. His will reads—“Mr. Lawson, father-in-law of my brother George 
Blackiston;” and whereas testator's said brother, George Blackiston, nas 
suffered greatly with him, in public concerns, he accordingly gives to the six 
children of the said George, viz: Robert, Sarah, John, Esther, Hannah and 
Justice—-50 pounds each; to cousins, Mr. Robert Young’s wife and children; 
Cousin Margaret Lyons. Mrs. Susan Blackiston survived her husband, and in 
1661 her effects were selzed by the Sheriff of Durham as the widow of 4 
regicide. 

GEORGE BLACKISTON (son of Marmaduke) was Sheriff of Durham in 1656. 
By his brother’s will, which stetes he “suffered much in public concern”, and 
it was probably for this reason, 2s well as on account of his relationship to the 
Regicide, that he emigrated to Md. in 1668. He settled in St, Mary’s Co. and 
died the following year—i669. Hia estate was committeed to his son John 
Blackiston, who gave bond of 20,000 ibs. of tobacco, Appraised by Luke Gar- 
diner and Richard Foster. George Blackisten—m—Barbara—dau—of Henry 
Lawson of Neweastle and had issue. John Blackiston who--m—Susan Cham- 
bers; had issue—John and *Nehemiah; Md. progenitors. John Blackiston, son 
of Kev. Marmaduke—1633. He was admitted to Grey’s Inn, 1649, and waz a 
Barrister at Law. He lived at Newcastle-on-Tyne, and was buried there. His 
will, dated 1701. Johan Blackiston—m—Phoebec, daughter cf William John- 
ston, Esq., of Kibelaworth, sister of Sir Nathaniel Johnston, Bart., and had 
issue—Nathaniel and Margaret. Nathaniel became the Royal Gov. of Md_; 
1698. At Annapoiis—returned later to Court of England. 

NATHANIZL BLACKISTONE, Royal Goy. of Md., son of John, son of John, son 
of Marmaduke, was of the Merchanta Adventurers Co. of London in 1698. 
When Gov. Francis Nicholson was transferred to Virginia in October, 1698, 
Nathaniel Blackiston was appointed his successor and took the oath of office 
as Gov. of Md. 2 Jan. 1698-9. His administration was highly acceptable to the 
province, but some two years later, on account. of ill health, he tendered his 
resignation, which was accepted in June 1701. He remained in office until his 
departure for Eng. in July 1702. Fo r some time thereafter he acted as agent 
for the Province in Eng. A number of his lettérs, written between 1710, and 
1714, are published in the Virginie Magazine of History and Biography, and 
showed that he continued to interest himself in Colonial affairs. In one Biog- 
raphy his —dau—Rachael is mentioned. A letter of James Blair, 1704-5, 
mentions Gov. Blackiston’s brother-in-law as Major Knott, deputy governor 
of Berwick, who—m—Binckiston's sister, Margaret Blackiston. (See KNOTT

The Cheseldyne lineage of these Registrants which also includes Miss Louisa Q.

Kenelm Cheseldyne was one of the greatest orators of the 
Provincial Court and Man of Letters, associating with him Col. John and Maj. 

In 1704 
a Tecord states, Keneim Cheseldyne, Esq. was violently affected with goute 
and prayed his excuses for not attending court. His Excellency the Governor 
expressed himself as regretting the absence of so able an attorney and Council ‘ 
end that his advice was most important. In 1707 The Hon. Mr. Kenelm Ches- 
eldyne reported the Chaptico Indians had lately been with him and “Old 
Robin,” who managed for the Qucen, was very aged, and did not care to 
trouble himself with that Government, nor the Queen, so Robert Montague 
Was chosen to govern them until the two young Indian princes should come 
to age. Cheseldyne was counted a great power at Court both in Md. and Eng. 
He delivered a remarkable proclamation to the Speaker of the House for 
preventing and punishing immorality and profaneness, 1706, Kenelm Chesel- 
dyne delivers to Assembly a letter ta Col. Blackistone, agent for the Province. 
He delivers-a4 message and recitea the Law for Ports and Towns—as made in 
Va. Also a message on Itinerant Judges and a great oratorical addresa on re- 
moval of the Court House from St. Mary's to Annapolis. Also a bill on Wolves 
and Crows damaging planters’ estates. One of the most alert and able-minded 
Gentlemen of the day.

‘The patent on the res 
of St. Clement's MANOR, 28 June 1678, gives a list of the lands conveyed by 
Fhomas Gerrard, Esgq., in his lifetime.

Josiah Blanchard was the first to move to Perquimans, and his name is 
found on Tax List in Perquimans about 1826. He married Martha Winslow, 
Nov 3, 1856. (Mar bonds Chewan Co.). 

From 1832 the Blanchards have been identified with Perquimans Co, their 
mercantile business being the leading Store in Hertford, and their dealings 
with the residents of the town and country, always the fairest, have won 
for them a reputation for honest, square dealing, which makes the Blanchard 
countersign a solid byword of every one in the county. 


BLITCHENDEN 


William Blitchenden was granted 50a of land in Nansemond Co Va, Feb 24, 
1675/6. 

Thomas Blitchenden was granted 53a on Newbegun Creek “perquimans 
precinct” Nov 11, 1718. Newbegun Creek as the boundaries appear at this 
time, was in Pasquotank County, but this land was probably in the North 
Western part of the Co, and might very well be called Perquimans, as the 
lines were not so well defined as at present. Many tracts of Land in Gates 
Co, were until 1779 listed for Taxes in Perquimans Co, and the Deeds in Perq 
show that the boundary of said County stretched as far as, or nearly to the 
Virginia line. 

Thomas Blitchenden made his will in Perq Co, p July 23, 1745, naming sons: 
John, William, and Abraham, dau Sarah, wife Mary (née Norcom, d of Thomas) 
They had issue: 1 Thomas, b Sept 15, 1715—2 Sarah, b Jany 14, 1716/17— 
3 John, b Oct 23, 1718—William, b Jany 23, 1720. 

Thomas Blitchenden bequeathed to son John, a “plantation on Sound Side” 
and to son William, “plantation whereon I now live.” (See Deeds in Pera, 
for further information.) 

This family from the name appears to have been an old English one, and 
they probably came into Perquimans simultaneously with the Norcoms. 
However that may be, they tarried only a short while, or died out, as the 
name of Blitchenden soon became extinct. They may have migrated west, 
as s0 many Perquimans people did, about 1760, but the writer has no data 
on the subject.

Richard Blount settled in Surry Co Va, where his wife Mary, was his 
“Relict’ Sept 19, 1656, Capt Geo Jordan Ex. (Surry Co Rec.) 


Thomas Blount, “only son of Richard dec’d” sold land in Surry Co, which 
was grt unto Robert Warren dec’d, Aug 1, 1649, & was conveyed to sd Richard 
Blount, Apl 2, 1650, said Thomas Blount “came of age Nov last;” land on 
Lawnes Creek Surry Co, adj Capt Lawrence Baker. Mar 1, 1677. 


Charles Ford “some time of Surry Co, who in his life time was seized of a 
Divident of land, 250a, which was pat’ May 19, 1638 (then in the Co of James 
City) in Surry Co, adj Sunken Marsh, over against Dancing Point, upon James 
River, he being the first proprietor” dying intestate, sd land became Escheat, 
and was reissued to Thomas Blount, & Richard Washington jointly, then’ 
orphans, sons-in-laws unto sd Ford, sold sd land unto Jno Goring, Mar 1 1678. 


————— 
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Thomas Blount was presented by the Gr-jury May 3, 1681, “for not attending 
Church.” He was a Tithable in Sunken Marsh Par, Surry Co, June 1681, 
(Surry Rec.) 

James Blount was living in Isle of Wight Co Va, 1660, moved to Chowan 
Co N. C. 1664-69. He was the younger son of Sir Walter Blount of Sodington, 
Worcester, England, who was Capt in the Life Guards of Charles II. . In Eng- 
land the family can be carried back for many generations, to and through 
the Conquest to Normandy, and then for many years. Without doubt they 
can boast of being “an old family” with perfect right. 

With the Conqueror, three young Blounds, sons of Blound of Guisnes, went 

to England in his train. (See Burke’s Heraldry, for descent.) 
- James Blount who settled in Chowan, is said to have had a brother Thomas, 
who followed him to N. C. and settled on the Taw, or Pamlico River. This 
brother Thomas, (3 son of Sir Walter Blount) came to America in 1664, & 
moved to N. C. 1673, m 1st Ann Wilson, m 2d Mary Scott widow of Joseph 
of Perq Co. They first took up their residence on Kendricks Creek (now 
called Mackeys Creek) in Washington Co N. C. issue: Thomas, James, Ben- 
jamin, Jacob, Esau. - 

Thomas Blount (2) m Ann Reading, issue: James, John, & Jacob. William 
son of Jacob Blount became Gov of Tenn 1790. Jacob Blount, b 1726, fourth 
son of Thomas & Ann Reading, participated in the battle of Alamance, 1771, 
& was an Officer in the Rev War. He m Barbara Gray, and 2d Hannah Baker, 
née Salter. He had issue: William, (Gov of Tenn) Ann, John Gray, Louisa, 
Reading, m Mary Harvey; Thomas, Jacob, m Collins.

James Blount (brother of Thomas) lived at Mulberry Hill Chowan Co. 
Capt of Militia, member of the Council, and one of the Lords Pro’ Dept; m 
Anne (d of Balthazer Willis of Ipswich Mass, widow of Robert Roscoe of. 
Roanoke) issue: James, Thomas, John, Ann; & Elizabeth. James Blount died - 
1686. His widow m 2d Seth Sothel Gov of the Province of N. C. After his 
death she m for her 3d husband John Leah of Nansemond Co Va. (See Blount 
Gen, in N. C. Hist Reg Vol 1-4) 

Edmund Blount (s of Charles Worth Blount, & Mary Clayton) moved to 
Perg Co, and acquired large tract of land by purchase, & became a man of 
great influence and wealth, taking part in the official affairs of the-county.

Colonel Jacob Blount (1726-1789) 


Colonel Jacob Blount of Blount Hall, 
Pitt County, North Carolina was born in 1726 and 
died August 17, 1789. He was a descendant of 
Captain James Blount, an officer in the Life 
Guards of Charles II, and a descendant of the 
family of le Blount, whose titles and holdings 
date back to William the Conqueror. 


Jacob Blount was a man of wealth and 
position, living on his estate "Blount Hall" near 
Contentnea Creek in Craven County--later Pitt 
County. He was noted for his hospitality and 
genial manners. He was a member of the Assembly 
that met insNew Bern in April, 1775, and also of 
the Assembly that met in Hillsborough in August of 
the sane year. | Wheeler's History, p.. 110. Colonel 
Jacob Blount served as Paymaster of the North 
Carolina Continental Troops during the years 1776 
through 1778. 


Jacob, the fourth son of Thomas Blount 
and Anne Elizabeth Reading, was destined to become 
an important citizen of North Carolina and, through 
his unusual family, to play a significant part in 
American affairs forvover half. a.century.” In 1748 
he married Barbara Gray of Bertie County and for 
some years following, he resided in that county 
near Windsor. Barbara had inherited 600 acres of 
land on the west side of Cashie River, adjoining 
the land of her. brother, William. -.It is probable 
that Jacob and Barbara lived on this land while in 
Bertie.

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_ William, one of the founders and first trustees of The 

University of North Carolina, a signer of the Constitution 
in Philadelphia, governor and U.S. senator from 
Tennessee, was the most famous of the Blount brothers. 
John Gray, who handled the vast Blount interests in 
shipping, merchandising, and land speculation, became 
a power in financial and political circles. While his 
brothers were acquiring great wealth, Reading distin- 
guished himself in the Revolutionary War. Of the Blount 
brothers, it is said that William was the shrewdest and 
most ambitious, John Gray the smartest and most 
levelheaded, Thomas the most charming and lovable, 
and Reading the most daring and spirited. John Gray 
and Thomas were for many years trustees of The 
University of North Carolina, as was John Gray’s son, 
General William Augustus. 

Reading was born at Blount Hall, the home of his 
father, which was located near Contentnea Creek in the 
New Bern District (now Pitt County). His mother died 
when he was six, and Jacob was remarried two years 
later to Hannah Salter. Perhaps five children between the 
ages of six and fourteen were too overwhelming for a 
young stepmother; at any rate, Jacob’s sons were 
educated under Thomas Thomlinson, who opened a 
school in New Bern in 1764. 

After news came of Lexington and Concord in 1776, 
the North Carolina assembly met in Hillsborough and 
divided the state into military districts. Reading Blount, 
who was then nineteen and had as his only previous 
military experience drilling with the local militia, was 
commissioned a captain in the Third North Carolina 
Regiment on 16 Apr. 1776. This regiment, which was 
accepted by Congress on 7 May 1776, was commanded 
by Colonel Jethro Sumner, whose daughter Mary 
(“Jackie”) married Blount’s younger brother Thomas. 
Captain Blount became a major on 12 May 1778. In June 
of that year he was transferred to the Fifth North 
Carolina Continental Line. On 1 Jan. 1781, he was again 
transferred, this time to the First Continental Line. He 
served for nearly seven years. 

At the Battle of Guilford Court House on 15 Mar. 1781, 
Blount was cited for bravery. Again at the Battle of Eutaw 
Springs, on 8 Sept. 1781, he was recognized by General 
Nathanael Greene for bravery beyond the call of duty. 
Legend says that through a misunderstanding of orders, 
a serious gap developed in the line of the Continental 
troops. Disaster seemed inevitable until the North 
Carolina battalion commanded by Ashe, Armstrong, and 
Blount came through with a brilliant maneuver averting 
catastrophe. General Greene went on record as saying, 
“I was at a loss which most to admire—the gallantry of 
the officers or the good conduct of their men.” 

At the conclusion of the war, Blount returned to Blount 
Hall and became involved in the mercantile, shipping, 
land dealing, and other business interests of John Gray 
and Thomas. He had a brief fling at politics, serving a 
term in the legislature from Pitt County. For two or three 
years, he joined Thomas in Tarboro, where a branch of 
the Blount business was in operation. There he 
entertained President Washington when he came to 

arboro on his southern tour. But he found that he was 
Not interested in selling sugar and salt, rum and 

ardware, nor in scouting the area for tobacco, corn, and 
forest Products to ship. He had apparently absorbed the 
Toutines of farm, mill, and shop asa boy at Blount Hall, 
and he wanted primarily to be a planter.

already the wife of John Gray Blount. The wedding of 
Lucy and Reading took place in the John Gray Blount 
home in Washington on 4 Feb. 1794. This house, built by 
John Gray Blount in 1778, was the sixth dwelling in the 
infant village at the Forks of the Tar and was occupied 
continuously by the Blount family until 1917. In 1923, 
“progress” demanded its demolition. John Gray Blount 
and his brother Bryan owned the Chocowinity Mills, 
opposite Washington on the Pamlico River, and he 
referred in deeds to this river location as his residence. 

In 1796, Reading Blount bought three hundred acres of 
farm land on Tranter’s Creek a few miles from 
Washington, on which there was a two-and-a-half-story 
house that he named “Bellefont.’” A feature of Bellefont, 
which is still standing after continuous occupancy for 
nearly two centuries, is a huge double-pent chimney, 
nineteen feet in width. This chimney has four fireplaces 
and four wardrobes constructed inside the chimney, each 
having an outside window. 

This was Blount’s home as, surrounded by a growing 
family, he raised flax and wheat, continued his buying 
and selling of land, and engaged in extensive operations 
in the lumber industry. He built another sawmill on 
Tranter’s Creek in addition to the ones he already owned 
on Broad Creek and Pungo River. 

In 1800, Blount was elected by the legislature to be 
major general of the First Division of Infantry of the state 
militia. 

Blount died at the age of fifty at Bellefont. In Lucy 
Harvey Blount'’s Bible is written, “Major Reading Blount, 
the husband of Lucy and father of her children died 
October 13, 1807 at 2 o'clock in the morning.” Interment 
was the following day. However, because there was no 
Episcopal priest in the area, the funeral was not held 
until two months later. On 8 Dec. 1807, family and 
friends met in the little burying ground on the south side 
of the house to read the burial service and give him “the 
full honors of war.” 

Seven months after Blount’s death, Lucy gave birth to 
his ninth child, and in February 1818, she was buried 
beside him at Bellefont. Several of their children are 
buried in this family cemetery, which is maintained by 
the Blount Family Society.

Mrs. T. Harvey Myers (nee Mutter Blount), of Washington, 
North Carolina owns a longhand manuscript, which she had 
typewritten, and which she claims shows the true line of descent 
of James Blount who came to Virginia and later settled in Albe- 
marle Section of North Carolina where he died 1686. The afore- 
said manuscript was compiled by F. S. Blount, Paris, France, 
and dated Dec. 10, 1872. (He was Frederick Spaight Blount 
born Nov. 138, 1808, son of: Frederick Blount M. D. who died 
Sept. 5, 1823 in the 46th year of his age, and is buried at ‘Mul- 
berry Hill’ near Edenton N. C., and wife Rachel Herittage Bryan. 
See later.) The aforesaid manuscript, “Genealogy of the Fam- 
ily of Le Blount Otherwise Blount” is identical to the Blount 
chart by Prescott, (which is owned by Justice Wm. B. Rodman 
of Washington, N. C.), down to Sir John Blount, son of Sir Wal- 
ter Blount of Roch. F.S. Blount stated: “Sir John Blount mar- 
ried Isolda, daughter and heiress of Sir Thomas Mountjoy. ...- 
From this Sir John we pass to his lineal descendant, Sir George 
Blount, Knight of Sodington, who married Eleanor daughter of 
William Norwood Esa., of Leckhamton, Gloucestershire, and was 
succeeded by his eldest son: Sir Walter Blount, Knight, who was 
created a Baronet, 5th Oct., 1642. This gentleman suffered se- 
verely in the Cause of Charles I and was imprisoned both at Ox- 
ford and in the Tower of London. He married Elizabeth, daugh- 
ter of George Wylde, Esq., of Droitwitch, Co. Worcester, Ser- 
geant at law by whom he had four surviving sons and four 
daughters.

(2) Thomas Blount 
born in Virginia, (or England) removed with his father to Albe- 
marle Co., N. C. (1663 to 1669) He took part in the Indian War 
1699, and was a member of the first vestry of St. Paul’s Parish, 
Edenton 1700-1701, and remained a vestryman until his death. 
(Vol. 1, Colonial Records of N. C., pages 678-679) Since he 
lived first across the sound from Edenton, it was easy to attend. 
He died at his plantation, Cabin Ridge on Kendrick’s Creek, N. 
C., in 1706. (Kendrick’s Creek is in Washington County.) Hath- 
away states that Thomas Blount was a resident of the South 
Shore (Washington and Tyrrell Counties) (References: N. C. 
Register Vol. 1, pages 256, 262, 297; and Colonial Records of 
N. C. Vol. I, page 542) Thomas Blount married first, (name un- 
known) and had issue, q.v. He married secondly on 13th. May 
1685 Mrs. Mary Scott, widow of Joseph Scott, and had issue, q.v. 
Both Thomas Blount and his brother John were members of the 
N. C. House of Burgesses prior to 1704. (Vol. 3, No. 1, N. C.

Issue of Capt. James Blount and second wife Anna Willis 
Rascoe: (1) Elizabeth Blount, married Thomas Hawkins and 
had a son John who was born prior to July 6, 1685 when his 
grandfather Blount’s will was made.

tion. He married Anne Elizabeth Reading, daughter of Lionel 
Reading, of the old county of Bath. In 1716, Thomas Blount II, 
conveyed to Thomas Lee, ‘540 acres on the East side of Ken- 
drick’s Creek where my father lived and by him bequeathed to 
my mother, who, by her last will and testament, gave the same 
to me in persuance of the will of my father’. (Hathaway, Vol- 
ume I, Page 297.) This plantation Kendrick’s Creek was the site 
of the first mill known as Blount’s Mill and after the death of 
Thomas Blount and his widow’s marriage to Thomas Lee, from 
which time it changed to Lee’ Mill. It’s location was near the 
site of the present town of Roper. (We still have Lee’s Mill 
Township in Washington County.) Note: Washington County 
N. C. was formed in 1799 from part of Tyrrell Co., which was 
formed as a precinct in 1729 from part of Chowan Precinct of 
old Albemarle County. (Vol. 8, No. 1, N. C. Register, page 309). 
Capt. Thomas Blount married first (some say she was 
Ann Wilson.) He married secondly in Perquimans Co. N. C. 
May 13, 1686 Mary, widow of Joseph Scott. Mary survived him, 
and married Thomas Lee. She died prior to Oct. 31, 1716 when 
her will was probated. She may have been the daughter of 
Jeremiah Perry, whose daughter married Thomas Blount and 
had, prior to Oct. 8, 1694 a daughter Christian Blount. Capt. 
Thomas Blount and wife Mary had a daughter Christian who 
married prior to Sept. 3, 1701 Ludford. The two wills 
follow.

If Ann Brown married Joseph Moon, then I have a story 


here that was passed down in the William Hubbard family in 
Indiana that might interest you. Can’t swear to it’s entire 
yim, OUt it’s cute: 

"The Little Grandmother " 

Grandmother Anne Moon was the young and very tiny wife of 
Joseph Moon of Guilford Co. NC. She lived quietly at home 
While her husband was occasionally pressed into duty as a 
cattle guard for the commissary department of the 
Continental army. He always went under protest (that war was 
contrary to Quaker tenets) whenever he was called to 
"Military service" and at the first opportunity, he went 
home, sometimes so swiftly that he lost his shoes (really 
buckled slippers) in his speedy departure. 

When Anne was in her early teens, she longed for a pair of 
shoes bought from a store instead of those made by her 
father or the neighborhood shoemaker who used to come to the 
farm and stay until he had outfitted the whole family each 
fall. She saved what money she could come by in doing extra 
chores:spinning, weaving, quilting etc.,for the family & 
relatives.Her mother added a little and finally, she had so 
nearly enough that her father finished the amount (tho I’1ll 
wager he felt that he was encouraging "worldliness") and off 
she went on horse back to buy the new shoes. They were so 
soft and smooth compared to the ones she had always worn 
("real cordovan leather" the shopkeeper had said) that she 
could hardly wait to get home & show them to her mother. As 
she rode along through the woods, about two miles from home 
she thought she saw something slinking through the 
undergrowth at one side and a little way off the trail but 
she paid no attention and went happily along, occasionally 
patting her pretty shiny shoes which were tied together and 
hung over the horn of her side saddle. Finally when she 
could see the lighter portion of the woods at the edge of 
her father’s clearing, her horse snorted, shied and just as 
he bolted, she saw an enormous panther leap from an 
overhanging branch. She hung on while the frantic horse ran 
through the thick underbrush to the edge of the woods and 
then guided him to the land which led to the house. Her 
father’s dogs, sensing something wrong, met her at the edge 
of the clearing and went on into the woods on the panther’s 
retreating trail. When Anne’s fright had subsided she went 
to get her shoes from the saddle and they were gone. Some~ 
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where in the horse’s wild bolt from the open trail, they had 
bounced off or been scraped off by the branches and tho she 
and her brother searched and searched, they were never 
found. She always declared she thought the panther took them 
and she never had a pair of "boughten" shoes till she 
married Joseph Moon when she was twenty years old. 

They lived in a quaint little cabin with a low fence in 
front of the yard and a large stone slab in front of the 
door. Behind the house were a log barn and other buildings 
and right alongside the yard was the gate to a great rolling 
woods pasture. When Joseph and Anne went to Meeting, they 
rode horseback, he on a beautiful bay stallion that was his 
pride & joy and she on a little brown mare with a soft 
pacing gait like a rocking chair. One midweek meeting day 
when the men were assembled in their end of the meeting 
house with the shutters closed between them and the women in 
the other end while both held their business session, 
Grandmother Anne caught the flash of something (continued)

red through the window beside her. She looked again and over 
on the hill beyond the winding river road, she saw a 
detachment of red coated British Cavalry. The horses of the 
worshipping Friends were tied to the racks under the trees 
and she knew the soldiers would take any that suited them. 
Also she knew that Grandfather ’s stallion was the finest of 
the lot and would surely be chosen. If she could only get 
him safely away? So up she got from among the quietly medi- 
tating Quaker women and slipped out the women’s door. She 
ran to the hitching racks and tho she had never touched the 
Stallion before except to give him bits of apple or a bit of 
loaf sugar (indeed, no one had ever been on him except 
Grandfather), she untied him, sprang into the saddle from a 
low stump, and as the first cavalry man rode over the rise 
at the bridge, she cantered out into the road and turned 
away from them toward home. The magnificent horse and the 
thought that news of their foraging party might be spread 

if she got away, made them want to catch her, so they 
spurred after her, not even bothering to look at the Meeting 
house racks. Over the road to their home a couple of miles 
away, Grandmother urged the big horse clinging to the saddle 
that was so different from her own, and hoping she’d get 
there soon enough to turn him loose in the woods pasture 
where she knew no one except grandfather could catch him. 
Round the last turn into their own lane she flew, pulled him 


to a stop, opened the gate as she climbed down, unbuckled 


saddle & bridle which she let fall to the ground turned him 
in with as hard a slap as she could muster and a handful of 
pebbles to speed him on his way into the wooded hills. Then 
she latched the gate, walked demurely into the yard and 
seated herself on the door step just as the cavalry men 
pulled at the yard gate. They had been near enough to see 
her jerk off saddle & bridle & start the stallion to the 
woods but not near enough to prevent it. She was such a 
brave little scrap sitting there on the step, and the 
British officer, realizing that she ahd beaten him and 
apparently having a sense of humor that made him see the 
funny side of the episode, walked politely up to her and 
asked it she could get a meal for and his eight men. She 
answered "My husband has th’key, but if thee will wait until 


| he returns from meeting I will prepare something for thee & 


thy men" and continued to sit. The soldiers threw themselves 
on the grass under the trees along the lane and talked 
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quietly together. Back at the little church, meeting was 
over and Grandfather was surrounded by several bonnetted 
Friends all trying to tell him at once how “Anne had left 
meeting" and a few minutes later they had heard her ride out 
of the yard and one daring soul looking out of the window 
had seen her speeding for home on "Joseph’s horse ahead of 
"the whole British army.’ Grandfather raced for the racks & 
sure enough, only the little mare was there and never in her 
life had she gone two miles as fast as she did with 
Grandfather that day.

A Summary of the evidence used to prove my Brown ancestry 


Here is a summary of the primary and / or circumstantial evidence I have connecting me to this family. 
Any weak links will be noted in red. The purpose of this chart is to provide a summary showing proof 
of each connection generation by generation. This is meant to be a research tool for me to note any 
possible problems. If anyone finds fault with any of my conclusions, please let me know. 


The chart starts with my most recent connection to this family name and works it way back one 
generation at a time to the earliest proven or possible ancestor. 


Mary Brown (c1750/60-1830/35) married Edward Carter in 1781. Mary is a daughter of Daniel 
Brown and Grace Thompson. Proof: 


1. Will of Daniel Brown dated "4th Day of 8th month 1788" Randolph Co, NC names daughter 
"Mary" (doesn't give her surname). 

2. Marriage of Edward Carter to Mary Brown was around (before) 10-6-1781 when he was 
dismissed by the Quaker's for "marrying outside of unity", in other words, Mary wasn't a 
Quaker. 

3. I don't have any other original documentation pertaining to Mary Brown. She is listed in "Those 
who Were and Would be Named CARTER, The First 300 years in America 1682-1982" by 
Charles Marcus Liddell II. She is also listed as wife of Edward Carter in "N.C. Revolutionary 
Soldiers, Sailors, Patriots ... Vol I" pg 47. 


Daniel Brown (c1730-1791) married Grace Thompson in 1750. Daniel is a son of Henry Brown. 
Proof: 


1. The connection of Daniel Brown to Henry Brown is from the research of Mike Marshall. I 
haven't yet studied his evidence connecting Daniel to Henry. They were clearly in the same area 
in Salem Co, NJ and Augusta Co, VA, so a connection seems likely. 

2. Daniel Brown and Grace Thompson's marriage is recorded, (per the research of Mike Marshall) 
in Vol. XXII of "Documents Relating to the Colonial History of the State of New Jersey," by 
William Nelson. pg 34. "Brown, Daniel, Virginia, and Grace Thompson, Alloways Creek 1750 
June 26." This record can also be found in the book "Salem County New Jersey Genealogical 
Data, Records Relating to Persons Residing in Salem County Prior to 1800," Vol. I by Stanley 
Craig. The record is on p. 34. 


Henry Brown (?-1757) married twice, first wife unknown, 2nd wife Esther ---. 


1. Per Mike Marshall's research, Henry Brown left Salem Co, NJ before 1742 and moved to 
Augusta Co, VA (now Botetourt Co, VA), where he died in 1757 during an Indian uprising.

attorney to obtain a title from the heirs of Patterson. In 1758 Erwin Patterson 
and his wife, Eleanor, were living in Lunenburg County. In May 1761 he was 
dead leaving Margaret Patterson his heir-at-law. Margaret married George 
Hannah and had Patterson Hannah who was her only child. William Mc- 
Clanahan bought the land described above from George Hannah, and Hannah 
purchased from Anderson, the land going to James McClanahan. Patterson 
Hannah brought suit for ejectment and obtained a judgment. McClanahan 
was granted an injunction, and the case was finally dismissed.: 

In 1795, George Hannah obtained an inclusive grant for 700 acres of the 
Patterson land adjoining the lands of John Johnson, James Mason and William 
McClanahan, and in 1799 McClanahan got together 1690 acres on the north 
side of the river including 398 acres of Hannah’s 700. This he called the “Long 
Meadow” Survey. 

Joseph Cummings made an entry and obtained a survey for a tract of land 
on the south side of Roanoke, but died before the patent issued. In August, 
1756, John Mason was appointed his administrator.

COMMENTS: On 30 April 1634, "Edward Bugbye," aged 40, "Rebecca his 
wife," aged 32, and "Sarah Bugbye," aged 4, were listed at Ipswich for 
passage to New England on the Francis [Hotten 278-79]. 

While the 1620 marriage of Edward and Rebecca in Sandon, Essex, is a 
promising record, if it pertains to the immigrants, it would imply that 
they had no children for ten years following their marriage. 

In 1930 Edgar J. Bullard claimed that this immigrant had a son Edward 
"who received the bulk of his father’s estate and remained in Roxbury" 
[Bullard and Allied Families (Detroit 1930), p. 177], but no evidence for such 
a son is found; this is probably meant for Edward Bugby, son of Joseph 
and grandson of this immigrant. This and other secondary sources also 
claim a son John for the immigrant; such a person did exist, but he 
married in Roxbury in 1690, which would be much too late for a son of 
Edward Bugby. He may have been related in some other way.

ESTATE: In the 8 February 1635/6 list of "houses" in the town, "Mr. Pe 
Buckly" held five [CaTR 18]. In 1636 he held land on the south side off 
path to Charlestown [CaTR 33]. By 1645, Herbert Pelham had succeed 
to thirteen acres "late Mr. Bucklies house" [CaTR 67]. : 

On-1 February 1644[/5], Peter Bulkeley, minister of Concord, soled fE 
Thomas Browne of Concord "the house which I bought of Rober 
Tomline" with four acres [MLR 4:42]. This deed was sworn by th 
witnesses on 22 June 1670. On 25 September 1663, Grace Bulkeley 
Concord sold to Thomas Browne eighteen acres in Concord near the 
house [MLR 3:461]. 

On 1 March 1651/2, Joseph Hills of Malden and Hannah his wile sold 
twelve acres in Charlestown, "sometime in the possession of Mr. Edward 
Mellowes of Charlestown lately deceased," to Abraham Smith of 
Cambridge with the "consent and advice of Mr. Buckley," who was surely 
on Mellowes’s estate [MLR 1:162]. 

On 22 February 1653/4], Peter Bulkeley of Concord sold to William 
Hunt of Concord fifty acres of upland "I formerly bought of William 
Judson" and twenty acres "I bought of Robert Tomlin" with the second 
division due, reserving the wood for firewood. Grace Bulkeley 
acknowledged Hunt’s payment on 30 September 1663 [MLR 3:103]. 

On 6 January 1657/8, "Peter Bulkly minister of the Word of God in 
Concord" sold to Thomas Dane of Concord, carpenter, the house, barn 
and land "I bought of George Haywood," as well as an orchard. The 
payments for this property were to be made in London to "such person .. 
as said Peter shall appoint" [MLR 2:222]. 

In his will, dated 14 April 1658 and proved 20 June 1659, "Peter Bulkely, 
minister of the Word, being now in the seventy-six year of my age," 
bequeathed to "my son Edward Bulkley (to whom I did at the time of his 
marriage give such a portion as I was then able to give)" a large list o! 
books, or if he remove back to England then £5 ‘to be paid him there in 
England by my son John"; to "my daughter-in-law, the widow of my son 
Thomas deceased," the value of one cow; to "my son Eliezur" either the 
farm used by widow Goble and her son Thomas Goble or "my mill here 
in the town," or the hundred acres at the end of the Great Meadow, and 
twenty acres more, the choice of which to be left to the executor and 
overseers; to "my son Peter the next in value of these three things before 
named ... the third of the three to remain to those that shall inherit mine 
house in which I do now live"; to "my son John," books; to "my son 
Joseph," books; to "my Lord Oliver St. John, Lord Chief Justice of the 
Common Pleas," my great English Bible as a "token of my due love"; to

"my cousin Mr. Samuel Haugh," a book; to "my daughter Dorothy the 
£150 of English money which I have in England, in the hands of my son 
John, the most part thereof came to me and my wife by the death of one 
of my wife’s sisters" and further "desire my wife when God shall take her 
to himself, to add something more to the said £150," the profit to be 
added; residue to "my dear wife & her heirs by me begotten"; should any 
of the children be disobedient, she to have power to alter their legacies; 
wife sole executrix; "my loving brethren, Robert Merriam and Luke 
Potter, the faithful deacons of our church, & William Hunt & Timothy 
Wheeler" overseers, each to have a treatise [Bulkeley Gen 107-10, citing 
MPR Case #3420]. 

In a codicil dated 13 January 1658[/9], Peter Bulkeley bequeathed a 
sixteenth part of the mill and iron works to "my beloved wife" [Bulkeley 
Gen 110, citing MPR Case #3420]. 

In a second codicil, dated 26 February 1658[/9], Peter Bulkeley 
specifically charged his overseers with seeing that his will not be altered 
[Bulkeley Gen 110, citing MPR Case #3420]. In the list of books appended 
to the will, Peter Bulkeley directed that part of them were to go to son 
Edward and the other part "to my son Gershom" [Bulkeley Gen 110, 
citing MPR Case #3420]. 

On 30 September 1663, Grace Bulkeley, relict of Mr. Peter Bulkeley of 
Concord, sold three quarters to Timothy Wheeler and one quarter to 
George Wheeler of all her property in Concord, excepting ten acres 
intended for Mr. Edward Bulkeley. Further provisions of the deed 
reserved a sufficient water course from the mill and exempted the 
Wheelers from maintaining fences. The property transferred by this deed 
included a dwelling house, outhouses, garden, orchard, pasture, a one- 
hundred-acre great lot, seventy-two acres of meadow, twenty acres of 
meadow, four acres of meadow, five acres of meadow, eight acres of 
meadow, four acres of meadow, thirty acres of meadow, two hundred 


acres in the hog pens, one hundred fifty acres by the cedar swamp, one

standardize spelling of the names were reflections of the family’s attempt 
to board the ship without being apprehended. Son Edward preceded the 
rest of the family, becoming a member of Boston church on 22 March 
1634/5 [BChR 20]. 

Despite the fact that Mather indicates that Peter had nine sons and two 
daughters with his first wife, Jacobus found no record of the ninth son 
[Magnalia 1:403]. Others have added children George, Richard and 
William to his progeny with his first wife, but offered no evidence 
[Wethersfield Hist 2:147-51]. 

Mather does not repeat the tradition seen elsewhere that on the voyage 
from England, wife Grace appeared to die. Against common practice, but 
in the absence of decay, her body was not committed to the deep and on 
the third day, she showed signs of life, and survived over thirty years 
[Bulkeley Anc 103; Wethersfield Hist 149]. 

Mather characterized Bulkeley as an exact Sabbath-keeper, who 
scrupulously avoided all novelties of apparel and cut his hair exceedingly 
close [Magnalia 1:401]. His early ministerial years were peaceful despite 
his leanings since "the good Bishop of Lincoln connived at his non- 
conformity (as he did at his father’s), and he lived an unmolested non- 
conformist until he had been three prentice-ships of years in his ministry" 
[Magnalia 1:400]. 

Toward the end of his life there are several mentions of his "infirmities 
of body" restricting his travel, and in his own words, "A sluggish mass of 
clay is this my frame" [Magnalia 1:400, 403]. 

All the sons were offered a college education, but the last two, Eleazer 
and Peter did not finish, perhaps because of their father’s death. 

Roger Williams was "long requested to write my grounds against the 
English preaching, etc." by various divines, including Peter Bulkeley. 
Williams mentioned him ina letter of 21 July 1637 to Winthrop: 

In the midst of a multitude of barbarous distractions I have fitted 
some thing to that purpose: and being not able at present to 
transcribe the whole: yet having been long solicited by Mr. 
Buckley (from whom I received some objections) and by many 
others, and of late by my worthy friend Mr. Peters [torn] sight of 
them, I have thought good to send so much as I have transcribed 
to the hand of my lo[ving] friend Mr. Buckly [WP 3:459].

Tue Burces Famity, with whom the 
Moon and Price families are much inter- 
married, are descended from Samuel and 
Eleanor Burges, who came from England 
in 1685 and settled in Falls township, on 
200 acres of land purchased of William 
Penn, for one silver shilling per acre, the 
original deed for which is still in possession 
of their descendants. This land joined that 
on which James and Joan (Burges) Moon 
settled, and Samuel was probably a brother 
of Joan Moon. On this tract lying on both 
sides of the road now leading through the 
village of Fallsington, all the Friends’ meet- 
ing houses of Falls Meeting have been built. 
In 1689, when the Friends decided to build 
a meeting house, Samuel Burges gave them 
six acres on which the first meeting house 
and graveyard were located. The first 
building was of logs and the second of 
brick. In the latter a school was kept for 
many years in which the great-grandchil- 
dren of Samuel Burges, living in 1855, re- 
member attending, being used as a school 
after the erection of the third - meeting 
house, a little distant from the first site and 
now (1905) used as a dwelling house. The 
fourth meeting house was erected in 1789 
on the first location, north of the graveyard 
and Newportville road, and is still used by 
one branch of the society. The fifth meet- 
ing house was built in 1840, when’ a stone 
school house erected in 1799 was removed 
to make room for it, the present school 
house being erected in 1817. The will of 
Samuel Burges, made in 1713, mentions 
wife Eleanor, sons Joseph, Samuel, John 
and Daniel, and daughters Priscilla and 
Sarah. Priscilla became the wife of Sam- 
uel Bunting, and an account of her de- 
scendants is given in this volume. Sarah 
married John Hutchinson and an account 
of her descendants is also given in the 
Rickey family, Samuel, the son, a member of 
assembly in 1712, married’ Ann Snowden, 
and had three children—Margaret, married 
Joseph Jackson; Rebecca, married Joseph 
Church; Ann, died single. 

Joseph Burgess married Hannah Wilson, 
and had five children: Daniel, of whom a 
more particular account follows; Joseph, 
married Deborah Visher and removed to 
Buckingham, later to Baltimore, Maryland, 
and subsequently to Virginia; had children; 
Thomas, Sarah, John, Tacy, Martha and 
Daniel, of whom Thomas married Eliza- 
beth Hendricks, and removed to Highland 


county, Ohio, about 1813; John, Sarah, ana 
Hannah. John, son of Samuel and Eleanor, 
married Mary Duer, and had six children, 
Samuel Ellen, Jonathan, Mary, Susanna, 
and Martha. 

Daniel Burges, son of Samuel and 
Eleanor, was twice married, but left no 
issue, devising his farm, part of 600 acres 
purchased by Samuel, the pioneer in 1695, 
to his brother Jeseph’s son Daniel. 

Daniel Burges, son of Joseph and Hannah 
(Wilson) Burges, married 6 mo. 17, 1750, 
Lydia Sisom, and had eight children: Jo- 
seph, born 3 mo. 31, 1752, married, II mo. 
8, 1780, Sarah Matson; Rachel, born 11 mo, 
14, 1753, 1narried Moses Moon; Hannah, 
born 12 mo. 23, 1755, married Joseph Child; 
Sarah, born 9 mo. 17, 1758, died at the age 
of ninety-six years; Rebecca, born Io mo, 
26, 1763, married John Burton; Edith, born 
3 mo. 15, 1766, married Joseph Headley; 
Phebe, born 6 mo. 20, 1769, died single in 
1839; Amos, born Io mo, II, 1772, married 
Sarah Boulton. Daniel Burges married (sec- 
ond), Sarah Moon and had two children; 
Daniel, born 10 mo. I5, 1780, married De- 
borah Wood, and lived on the homestead 
for sorne years and then removed to New 
York state; and Elizabeth, born rr mo. 28, 
1784, died at the age of eighteen years. 

Joseph Burges, eldest son of Daniel and 
Lydia, married Sarah Matson, and had eight 
children: Moses, born 8 mo. 17, 1781, mar- 
ried Ann Hancock; Lydia, born 8 mo. 28, 
1783, and Amy, born 11 mo. 28, 1785, both 
died single; Daniel, born 4 mo. 30, 1787, 
also died single; Rachel, born 7 mo. 26, 
1789, married John Price; John, Joseph and 
Aaron, died young. Joseph Burges mar- 
ried, second, Deborah Bailey and had one 
child, Mary born 12 mo, 24, 1803, died 
young. Moses and Ann (Hancock) Burges 
had eight children, Joseph, Sarah, Phebe, 
Moses, Rebecca, Robert, Ann, and George, 
of whom Robert and Phebe still reside on 
the ancestral homestead, and are nearing 
the sunset of life. Anna Price Moon, Eliza- 
beth Price Tatum, and Mary C. Price, 
daughters of Daniel B. and Sarah (Burges) 
Price, with their children are the only liv- 
ing descendants of Joseph and Sarah (Mat- 
son) Burges. 


OWEN MOON, Jr, of the Trenton 
(New Jersey) Times,” is a descendant of 
James and Joan (Burges) Moon, the pio- 
neer ancestors of the family, as shown by 
the preceding narrative, throughout the fol- 
lowing line: * 

Williant Moon, fifth son and sixth child 
of Roger and Ann (Nutt) Moon, was born 
March 6, 1727, and died October 4, 1795. 
He married his cousin Elizabeth Nutt, and 
was treated with therefor by the Friends’

He married Mercy 
Lovett, born July 17, 1789, died December 
23, 1840, daughter of Evan Lovett and 
Sarah Neeld (nee Stackhouse) and they 
were the parents of eleven children: J. 
William L., born August 25, 1810, died 1900; 
married in 1839, Elizabeth Y. Williamson, 
born July 1, 1819, died July 26, 1891, daugh- 
ter of Mahlon and Charity (Vansant) Will- 
jamson, and had eleven children, five of 
whom survive: Daniel H., born October 15, 
1843; Mary Jane, widow of Andrew Crozer 
Reeves, whose only child ‘Andrew C. Reeves, 
is prominent in the business interests of 
Trenton, New Jersey; Mercy Ann, wife of 
Frank W. Muschert, senior member of the 
wholesale grocery firm of Muschert, 
Reeves & Company, Trenton, New Jersey, 
and has one child, William M. Muschert;

Owen Moon, Jr., son of Owen and Eliza- 
beth (Buckman) Moon, was born at Penn 
Valley, Bucks county, Pennsylvania, De- 
cember 6, 1873. He received his primary 
education at local schools and graduated at 
Swarthmore College in June, 1894, with 
the degree of B. Sc., and is a member of the 
national college fraternity of Delta Upsilon. 
In the fall of 1894 he removed to Trenton, 
New Jersey, and in conjunction with a 
course at Trenton Business College, took 
up the study of law, but relinquished it a 
year and a half later to devote himself to 
a number of business interests. From 1896 
to 1901 he was interested in the construc- 
tion of a number of electric railways in 
Philadelphia, Trenton, Bucks county and 
elsewhere, as director and official of the 
various organizations having them in charge. 
He was perhaps more largely interested 
in trolley development in and about Tren- 
ton than any other individual. He was 
president of the Trenton, Morrisville and 
Yardley Street Railway Company, who con- 
structed a line of six miles connecting those 
towns; was a director and financial agent 
of the Trenton, Lawrenceville and Prince- 
ton Railroad Company, which constructed a 
trolley line of ten miles connecting those 
towns; a director and treasurer of the Tren- 
ton City Bridge Company, the owners of the 
only Delaware river bridge at this point not 
controlled by the Pennsylvania Railroad 
Company, and which bridge was purchased 
from the former (Bucks county) owners, 
on account of it being the key to any trolley 
connection between Pennsylvania and ‘Tren- 
ton. These two trolley lines, upon their 
completion, together with the bridge, were 
sold to the Lelugh Valley Traction Company 
interests, represented by Mayor Tom L. 
Johnson, of Cleveland, Ohio, and are now 
successfully operated by that company.

5 left at liberty to place his fence in the line laid out by the 
rveyor.” When Lyonel Brittain and his wife quarreled and 
ave out railing words,” a committee spoke to them to condemn 
ir so doing. Even in those days Friends were actively con- 
ned that love and unity should be preserved. 
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In 1689 definite steps were taken to have a central meeting place. 
The minute reads: “ It is with unanimous consent concluded that 
a meeting house in a convenient place from the riverside would be 
very serviceable.” A committee, Thomas Janney, Richard Hough, 
William Biles, John Rowland, Edmund Lovett and Phineas Pem- 
berton, were appointed to “look out a convenient place of land.” 
The site was chosen at a central location between Randal Black- 
shaw’s and Samuel _Burges’s land, where the great Southampton 
Road and other roads converged. Six acres of land were con- 
veyed by Samuel Burges. When some years later an inaccuracy 
was discovered in the deed, more land was given with the stipula- 
tion that a quit rent of one grain of Indian corn should be paid 
annually when lawfully demanded. The meeting house, twenty 
by twenty-five feet in size, was built of timber at a cost of 41 
pounds, the carpenters having provided nails and hauled the timber. 
It had a gallery with banister and chimney. After many delays 
in building it was ready for the first meeting in Seventh month, 
1690. This was the first of five houses used for meeting on these 
grounds. It was in this building that William Penn attended meet- 
ing, and the marriage of John and Mary Sotcher was held therein. 
The second house was built in 1728, while the third structure was 
presumably the hip-roofed house across the way, now occupied by 
the Friends School. This is thought to have been the temporary 
meeting place while the fourth was being built on the hill in 1789. 
The stucco house was built in 1841. 

The burying ground across the road was laid out in 1692 and 
a stable for horses soon appeared. In 1701 a horsing block and 
well were added. A committee interviewed Samuel Burges about 
cleaning the meeting house and making fires on cold days. This 
he agreed to do for twenty shillings per annum, but two years later 
William Biles reports “ he hath spoke with Samuel Burges who re- 
fuses to make fires and clean the meeting house any longer except 
he can have near four pounds per annum.” The meeting did not 
agree to this large increase in salary, and the position passed into 
other hands. : 

Samuel Burges and his wife Ellin lived a quarter of a mile 
below Fallsington. In 1685 they purchased 200 acres of land from 
John Rowland who bought it from William Penn’s agents for one 
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silver shilling per acre. A part of this is still owned by their 
descendants. They were the ancestors of a number of noted 
people, among them ex-President Hoover and our neighbor and 
former United States Senator, Joseph R. Grundy. Concerning 
Ellin Burges, I have found the following minute of 1731: “ Ellin 
Burges being very antient and can’t go to Meeting, desired that 
an evening meeting might be held at her house, therefore agreed 
that one be held once in two weeks so long as Friends shall see 
occasion, to begin at four o’clock.” 

When Pennsbury Manor was laid out some grants of the Duke 
of York interfered with its limits and the owner consented to the 
straightening of the lines. In consideration, William Penn set 
iside 120 acres of “common land” for the use of the township 
iear the center. It was located next beyond the Burges tract. 
When final sale was made by act of Legislature in 1684 the pro- 
eeds were ordered applied to a common school fund which yielded 
bout $300 annually. 

In 1733 Friends asked permission to repair the old meeting 
louse for a schoolhouse. This was granted and a school for the 
enefit of poor children was established. The last of four suc- 
essive schoolhouses on this property, built in 1801, is attached to 
lis meeting house. The oldest inhabitants tell us that even after

The names of many other pioneer families might be mentioned ; 
among them were James and Joan Burges Moon, who lived on a 
tract adjoining that of their brother Samuel Burges. They were 
the progenitors of all the Moons in this locality. Another pioneer 
family was that of William and Pleasant Mead Satterthwaite, who 
settled here in 1735 and whose descendants are numerous in the 
county today. 

From these sketches of our founders we catch a glimpse of 
their personalities and we may be justly proud that through them 
this meeting and Bucks County came largely into prominence in 
the formative years of the colony. It is said that for a number 
of years the men from Falls controlled the county and much county 
business was transacted here after meetings. They were qualified 
for leadership naturally as well as through the necessity of as- 
suming governmental duties immediately on their arrival. Their 
judgments were tempered by their christian spirit, which made 
them well fitted to deal wisely with the perplexing problems inci- 
dent to the founding of a colony. 

Could these old oaks which we so dearly love speak with audible 
voices, they could tell you much more than I of the scenes that 
have occurred here since William Penn hitched his horse to one 
of them. For two centuries and a half they have witnessed the 
comings and goings of our forbears and have watched one genera- 
tion of children after another grow to maturity and fill the places 
of their parents. How well we remember the faces of those who 
occupied these facing seats when we were children! For these 
memories we are truly grateful, as well as for the records of the 
past which tell us that ours has been indeed a goodly heritage.

BIOGRAPHY: He was apprenticed to neighbor Merco MacKinna and listed with him as 
tithable in 1682 (as Ja Bineham) and 1683 (as Ja Bnyeham). In both cases they were listed 
consecutively with his father and brother "Jno Byneham Senr & Junr". He was listed with 
George Morrell in 1684, with George Blow Jr. in 1685, alone in 1686, with Richard Smith 
in 1687, and alone from 1688 onward. He and brother John were also listed in the Surry 
militia in the muster of 1687. 


BIOGRAPHY: James Bynum's first recorded land purchase was dated 5 Jan 1691, from 
Luke and Elizabeth Mizell. He was a grand juror for the year beginning September 1693, 
and was one of the appraisers of the estate of Luke Mizell on 1 May 1694. He purchased 
land from Edward Newby between the Blackwater and Johnchecohunk Swamps on 29 Apr 
1698, and was granted 250 acres south of the Blackwater in 1699. He was again a grand 
juror in 1700. On 2 Oct 1703 Luke Mizell ‘of North Carolina’ (the son of the above Luke 
Mizell and possibly James' brother-in-law) conveyed to him a parcel of land in Surry 
County. The 1704 Virginia Quit Rent roll shows James with 157 acres. This holding was 
sold by James and his wife Elizabeth to Thomas Farrell on 2 July 1706, when it was 
described as consisting of 150 acres purchased from Newby and 7 acres purchased from 
Mizell. 


BIOGRAPHY: About 1713 he arranged to acquire land from George Nicholson whose will 
dated that year directed his heirs to confirm a sale to James Bynum of land located between 
the Nottoway and Meherrin Rivers (probably in what later became Southampton County). 
In 1714 James was granted 330 and 140 acre parcels south of the Blackwater. He was also 
granted 100 acres in Isle of Wight County on 11 Apr 1719. 


BIOGRAPHY: James Bynum died sometime between 1719 and 1724 since on 21 Apr 1724 
"William Binam of ...North Carilinah" sold to Joseph Franco the 100 acres in Isle of Wight 
which had been granted in 1719 to "James Binam decet". James may have 

died earlier, since the same William Bynum had on 16 September 1723 sold 460 acres on 
the Blackwater which match the description of the lands granted James Bynum in 1714. 


BIOGRAPHY: No further record of James Bynum was found, thus we have no clear record 
of the disposition of his estate or of his beirs. 


BIOGRAPHY: Elizabeth, wife of James Bynum, is thought to be a Mizell, daughter of 
Luke. Other than in deeds, there are no direct references to their children. However, it is 
clear that they had sons named John and William, and we have attributed a third son, James, 
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BIRD 


William Bird succeeded Captain Charles Sparrow as the Virginia representative of the 
London merchants, John Sadler and Thomas Quiney. He arrived in Virginia in 1657 on the ship 
"Seven Sisters". In 1661, the Charles City court records: 


Ordered that William Bird rest in the sherriffs custody during pleasure of the Co'rt for 
his affront given in open Co'rt. 


Willm Bird upon his his submission and recantacon is released from his imprisonment 
paying the fees thereof. 


He was made Justice in the same county that year. Several court cases where he either gave 
testimony or heard the complaints give vivid glimpses of life in early colonial life: the theft of a 
hammock and wine from a ship in harbor; a man accused of being an Athicke[atheist] and not 
believing in the Resurreccion; and a quarrel between neighbors in which a fence is torn down and 
rootes of tobacco are thrown at a woman. 


On July 4, 1671, William Bird purchased from Thomas Busby a grist mill and appurtenances 
at head of Chippokes Creek in Surry, 150 adjoining acres, and another tract of 300 acres adjacent to 
William Shorte. He had died by September 29, 1672, when his widow, Hannah Grendon, the 
daughter of Thomas Grendon, married for the third time. 


His son and heir, Thomas Bird, inherited the mill and bought more land from Thomas Busby 
in 1680. He died before January 5, 1688, when his widow, Mary married George 
Nicholson. 


Thomas Bird left three daughters, as shown by a March 4, 1728 deed from Elizabeth Lanier 
(wife of John Lanier) which conveyed to Richard Jones and his wife Tabitha, daughter of Thomas 
Bird, who by his will dated January 21, 1680, devised land to his three daughters, Mary, "now 
deceased", and Elizabeth and Tabitha, 300 acres on the South Branch of Upper Chippokes Creek. 


Two Bird (Byrd) families descended from the two marriages of William's mother-in-law, 
Elizabeth . Her first marriage was to Thomas Stegge. There were at least two children, 
Thomas and Grace. Grace Stegge married John Bird of London. Their son, William Byrd (he 
changed the spelling of his name) came to America sponsored by his uncle, Thomas Stegge, who 
had no heirs. He is the famous William Byrd I of Westover. 

After the death of the first Thomas Stegge, Elizabeth married Thomas Grendon (above). Their 
daughter was the Hannah Grendon who married our William Bird. 
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based on the name as well as his later association with James' son William.

James Bynum was probably born in 1665 or 1666. His father appeared in all the Surry 
tithables lists from 

1668, but James appears for the first time in 1682. Since the tithables were taken in June, 
this means 

James turned 16 between June1681 and June1682. As the younger son he was apparently 
apprenticed to a 

neighbor named Merco MacKinna; he was listed with MacKinna in the tithables lists of 
1682 and 1683. In 

both cases, they were listed consecutively with his father and brother. In 1684, he was listed 
with George 

Morrell, in 1685 with George Blow Jr., by himself in 1686, and with Richard Smith in 
1687. In 1688 and 

thereafter, he was listed by himself. He was also listed with his brother John in the Surry 
militia muster of 

1687[1]. 


James Bynum’s first recorded land purchase was 5 January 1691, from Luke and Elizabeth 
Mizell to “James 

Bynham, planter”[2]. The acreage was unspecified. He began appearing in the Surry court 
records shortly 

thereafter, appearing as a grand juror in September 1693[3] and as one of the appraisers of 
the estate of 

Luke Mizell on 1 May 1694[4]. He purchased additional land from Edward Newby on 29 
April 1698[5] and 

was granted 250 acres south of the Blackwater in 1699[6] He again served on a grand jury 
in 1700[7]. 

He also appears a few times as a witness. 


On 2 October 1703, Luke Mizell (the son of Luke Mizell and possibly James Bynum’s 
brother-in-law) sold 

him 100 acres of land in Surry County when Mizell moved to North Carolina [8] . Although 
I found no 

record of any land sales by James Bynum up to this time, the 1704 Quit Rent roll shows him 
with only 157 

acres. This land was sold by James and his wife Elizabeth on 2 July 1706, when it was 
described as 150 

acres originally belonging to Luke Mizell and 7 acres purchased from Newby [9] . I might 
note that not all 

land was subject to the quit rents. 
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James Bynum next appears as security for an orphans estate in the hands of James Turner 
on 25 November 

1711 [10], and as a successful plaintiff in a debt case against Edward Long on 18 February 
L724 hh) . 

Although he was clearly living in Surry County, it is not clear what land he was occupying. 
About 1713 he 

arranged to acquire land from George Nicholson. Nicholson’s will, dated that year, directed 
his heirs to 

confirm a sale to James Bynum of land between the Nottoway and Meherrin Rivers 
(probably in what later 

became Southampton County). In 1714, he was granted 330 and 140 acre parcels south of 
the Blackwater 

[12] which were probably contiguous. Finally, he was granted 100 acres on Flatt Swamp in 
neighboring 

Isle of Wight County on 11 April 1719 [13]. 


James Bynum evidently died about 1723, as his next citation is posthumous. On 21 April 
1724, “William 

Binam of... North Carilinah” sold to Joseph Franco the 100 acres in Isle of Wight which had 
been granted to 

“James Binam decet.” [14] The same William Bynum had, several months earlier on 16 
September 1723, 

sold 460 acres on the Blackwater which match the description of James Bynum’s 1714 land 
grants. No 

record of his estate was found. 


Unfortunately, there are no Surry court orders for the period 1718-1741. James Bynum’s 
estate records 

would have been among these missing records. Surry’s wills do exist for the period, but 
there is no will 

recorded for James Bynum. Since there are no records of his children, we are forced into 
speculation. 

Surry records, and later records from other counties, make it clear that James Bynum and 
his brother John 

each had sons named William and John. There is a considerable amount of circumstantial 
evidence (see the 

book) that one of these John- William pairs belonged to John Bynum, thus the other two 
must be sons of 

James Bynum. I might note that all these Bynums of Surry County used distinctive marks as 
their 

signatures, making it fairly easy to tell them apart, at least in the Surry records and some 
North Carolina 

records. I believe the next-generation James Bynum is probably the son of James as well, 
and his 

distinctive mark was used both in Surry and in North Carolina as his signature. In addition, 
all three of the 

sons below migrated to the same area of Edgecombe County, North Carolina. 


Elizabeth, the wife of James Bynum, may have been the daughter of Luke Mizzell, but there 
is insufficient 
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proof. (See MIZZELL paper) 

1.William Bynum (c1690 — 1746) He appears to be the eldest son, based on his evidently 
inheriting 

James Bynum’s lands. See below. 


2.James Bynum (1690s — 1763) He used a very distinctive mark in both Virginia and North 


Carolina, 

making it easy to trace him. He was not associated with either of the children of John 
Bynum, only 

with the children of James. He married Agnes Nicholson Farmer, the daughter of George. 
Nicholson 

and forty-ish widow of Thomas Farmer, before 1727 when she began styling herself “Agnes _ 
Bynum” 


partway through administering her late husband’s estate. James and Agnes Bynum 
witnessed a will as 
husband and wife about that time as well. They were not married in the eyes of the 


authorities, 

however, who fined Agnes in 1727 for having a bastard child, and both James and Agnes 
for “evil 

cohabitation together” in 1728. That probably means they were married as Quakers. James 
Bynum, 

apparently with the Farmer children in tow, moved into North Carolina about 1730, living a 
few miles 

from his brother William Bynum. He was “of Edgecombe County” on 8 January 1733 when 
he bought 

land from Thomas Turner on Kehukee Swamp. James aquired land on Deep Creek in 1742 
and lived 

the rest of his life there. The area eventually became Halifax County. He died testate in 
Halifax 

County in mid-1763, leaving two sons and two daughters mentioned in his will: William 
Bynum, 

Nicholson Bynum, Mony Dill (or Diel), and Agnes Whitney [15] . He may have had a son 
named John 

who died in 1761 and whose estate was administered by William and Nicholson — it’s not 
clear 

whether this John was his brother or son. He may also have had a son named Robert, who 
appears 

briefly in the Edgecombe records in the 1750s but not thereafter. The children lived mainly 
in Halifax 


and Pitt Counties. Some of James’ grandchildren ended up in Georgia. 


3.John Bynum (c1700 — c1761?) He seems to be the same John Bynum “of Surry County, 
Virginia” 

who purchased land on the Meherron River in Bertie in 1740. He was alive in 1744 when he 
witnessed a deed in Northampton County. He may be the John Bynum who died in 
Edgecombe 

County, NC in early 1761 apparently without heirs. Nicholas Bynum was his administrator, 
with 

William Bynum his security.

BIOGRAPHY: Albert Quitman Broadus was an attorney at law in Purvis, Ms., and he also 
served as superintendant.

BIOGRAPHY: Possibly named after Luke Mizell. First appears in records of Orange 
County NC in 1755. Remained in the part of Orange that became Chatham until his death 
there in 1810. (Luke Bynum wrote his will on 7 December, 1809. It was entered for probate 
at May Court, 1810, Chatham County.) Eight children all named in his will. 


BIOGRAPHY: Occupation: Planter Religion: Methodist. 

Luke Bynum appears to have been living on the Haw River by 1750, in current Chatham 
County, thus two years before there was an Orange County. Though he is not a proven son 
of William Bynum Sr. of Edgecombe County, there is a preponderance of evidence which 
shows that he was a younger son of William and Mary (Fort) Bynum. There were no land 
transactions for Luke in Edgecombe County but his presumed brother, William Bynum Jr., 
is proven by deed to have been a son of William Bynum, Sr. William Jr. lived near Luke in 
current Chatham County, and Luke named sons William and James, no doubt for his father 
and grandfather. His own name, Luke, appears to have originated in his Luke Mizzell line. 
We find Luke's Granville Grant of 700 acres on New Hope Creek in old Orange County, 
dated 23 June, 1761. From a paper entitled "History of the Bynum and Ward Family as 
Related to me by my Uncle Mark Bynum (III), July 14, 1893"....written by Alvis J. Bynum: 
Luke "...settled on the Haw River which is now known as the William Snipes Place. Near 
the old graveyard he built a residence. He was of English and Irish descent; in religion he 
was a Methodist. He had a barn that was used by the Methodists to hold quarterly meetings 
in. Indians were inhabitants then of the section. They were peacable and lived by hunting 
turkey and deer. He (Luke) had two brothers who immigrated with him. One went to Stokes 
County and one to Edgecombe. (The Edgecombe reference no doubt relates to Luke's place 
of origin in North Carolina). Luke Bynum was a strong Whig; his company (?militia) was 
mustered at Fearrington's (Chatham County P. O.), now Joe Baldwin's grounds, which was 
a strong Tory section, so much so he had his place of muster changed to New Hope (Luke's 
father in law, John Patterson, lived in this New Hope Creek area), a Whig section He was 
arrested and carried to Hillsboro and held for a time by Cornwallis, as was also his 
neighbor. He was guarded by a Tory neighbor named Tatum, whom he gave a good 
thrashing after peace was declared, for his treatment of him". 


BIOGRAPHY: "Luke's oldest son, Tapley, served in the War of Independence. Luke's other 
sons were James, *Mark, and William. Once he (Luke) went to New Bern to get salt, the 
Tories found it out and threatened to take it from him; he had some horses taken from him 
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by the Tories. He exclaimed on hearing that they expected to get his salt his favorite cuss 
word " Seize my foal, if you come, I will kill some of you!" My grandfather's name was 
Mark. He said he had known his father to feed as many as two companies of Whigs at one 
time and remembered seeing them at his father's (Luke Bynum) He had to keep his horses 
hid out from the Tories. Tapley would sometime get home (from Revolutionary service) and 
would bring in the horses to help gather the crops. One time a party found Tapley in the 
field with a Negro man, they resisted the Tories and they treated Tapley pretty roughly, 
thrusting a bayonet at him on account of the resistence he offered. One night the Tories 
found the horses in a pasture and were calling them. Tapley heard them and hollered out 
"T'll be damned if that ain't Sam Dark!" and Dark cried out "You're a damn lier!" The 
Bynum's had to bar up the shutters of the house that night for protection". 


BIOGRAPHY: He first appears in the 1755 tax list of Orange County, NC with one white 
poll and two slaves. This indicates a birthate prior to 1735 and raises the interesting 
question of whether he acquired the two slaves from the estate of his father, whose 
inventory listed six slaves. 


BIOGRAPHY: Orange County was partly formed from Johnston County in 1752, and Luke 
appeared in that part of Orange which had beed in Johnston. He may therefore have been in 
that vicinity several years before 1755. Unfortunately nearly all early deeds of both counties 
were destroyed in courthouse fires, and that will probably prevent us from ever establishing 
the circumstances ofhis early years in the area; It may be that he lived with his older brother 
William; Certainly, what records do exist seem to point to a relationship of some sort; if 
only geographical. There are a few deed references in the court and other records which 
indicate that Luke purchased land from Benjamin Clements before 1756 and that he sold 
land to Clements sometime before 1762. We note that Clements was a neighbor of William 
Bynum's and that William sold his land to Clements in 1761. It may be that they were 
neighbors and that both sold out at the same time to move southward in the county.----On 
30 June 1762 Luke recorded a patinet of 700 acres between the Haw and New Hope Rivers 
in the part of Orange County which later became Chatham County. The land appears to 
have adjoined the land William Bynum purchased from Hatley and Falconer in 1763. Both 
Luke and William thus appear to have lived as neighbors from about 1763 through about 
1775 when William sold out and left the county. They were again nearby one another when 
William returned in 1783. Curiously, they never appeared together in any extant record-- 
though they appear on dozens of occasions with common third parties. Luke sold his 700 
acre grant in three pieces over the next twelve years. He sold 300 acres to John Hatley Sr. 
on 5 May 1765, 175 acres to William Blythe sometime before 1768, and the final 175 acres 
to Daniel and Mary Murphee on 15 May 1775 (who then sold it to Hatley and moved 
temporarily to Wilkes County, GA). 


BIOGRAPHY: Luke appears frequently in the Orange and Chatham court records. He was a 
Superior Court juror in Both 1757 and in 1760 for Orange. He was again a juror in 1765. In 
August 1765 he was a member of a road jury ordered to lay out a roed from Redfield's ford 
on the Haw River to New Hope Chapel (later renamed Chaped Hill). Luke served on 
another road jury in May 1777 and as a grand juror in February 1775, August 1777, May 
1779 and early in 1778. On 12 May 1778 he recorded his stock mark; "a swallow fork in the 
right ear and a crop in the left and his brand LB". On 6 June 1779 he purchased from 
William Hatley 84 acres on the Haw River. He apparetly already owned a small parcel on 
the Haw, but the deed is not extant. He purchased an adjoining 177 acres at public auction 
on 8 August 1785;... His final land purchase was some years later, 84 arcres from Mary 
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Dennis in 1793. He appears in the 1790 census of Chatham County, which had been formed 
from Orange several years before, with two other males over 16, one male under 16, four 
females and 15 slaves. His son Tapley appeared separately, thus this census accounts for all 
Luke's children named in hes will and estate papers. It does suggest the existence of one 
additional daughter, however. Luke also appears in the 1800 census of Chatham with one 
male 16-26 and one female 10-16. His sons Tapley, Mark and James appeared as heads of 


their own households. 


BIOGRAPHY: Luke made his will on 7 Dec 1809 and it was proved at the May 1810 court 


of Chatham County. It named most of his children, and selected Mark and William as 
executors. The will and subsequent records identify a total of eight children. Perhaps 


coincidently, he named two sons after his wife's two brothers (Mark and Tapley) and two 


after his own presumed brothers (James and William).

All: John Fort, the son of the first Elias Fort, seems to have been born about 
1665-70. He married Elizabeth Jordan, the daughter of Richard Jordan whose 
will and a deed of 1695 confirmed the marriage. John Fort lived on 
Johnchecohunk Swamp near James Bynum by 1695 and later lived south of the 
Blackwater, though he apparently owned land in Isle of Wight as well. He 
made his will on 21 October 1724 in Surry County, and it was recorded on 10 
March 1726. The will named nine children: John, William, George, Richard, 
Elias, Mary (Bynum), Sarah (Wall), and Hannah (Phillips). The will was 
witnessed by John Phillips, the husband of Hannah, and by William Bynum. 
George Fort appears to have died young but John Fortl's other five sons 
migrated into North Carolina in the 1720Ls, closely paralleling 


William.Bynum(s movements. William Fort lived on Keehukee Swamp in Edgecombe 


County until his death. John Fort was in Bertie Precinct by 1723 where he 


lived on Looking Glass Swamp very near William Bynum, William Bynum witnessed 


his wifeUs discharge of dower in a 1730 deed there. John Fort later moved to 
that part of Craven County which became Johnston and later Orange County; he 
died there in 1746 Elias Fort was also on Looking Glass Swamp by 1728 where 
he had evidently moved from Isle of Wight County; about 1742 he moved onto 
Deep Creek in what was later Halifax County where he died in 1766. Richard 
Fort was likewise in Bertie Precinct by 1730; he died in what was later 
Johnston County in 1746 leaving a will naming his brothers and sisters, 


including Mary Bynum. Thomas Fort, perhaps the youngest son, also ended up in 


Johnston County. Elias and John witnessed deeds together with William Bynum.

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John Phillips, the husband of Hannah Fort, also demonstrated some 
connection with William Bynum. Phillips lived near Bynum in Isle of Wight 
and they appear together in its records twice. Phillips also witnessed the 

sale of William and Mary BynumL)s land there in 1723. 

On the strength of these admittedly coincidental records, we think it 

likely that Mary Fort was the wife of William Bynum. We note that we found 
no evidence whatsoever of any connection between John Bynum and this 
particular branch of the Fort family beyond the marriage of his brother 
William to the widow of Elias Fort Jr.

JACOB BLOUNT, father of WILLIAM BLOUNT, was born in BERTIE COURTY, N. C., in 172%, 
anc wes marricd to BARBARA GRAY, a lady of Seoteh aneestry in 1744, by whom he had eight chil- 
drez. On the death of his wife he married a daughter of EDWARD SAWTEN, by which union there 
were five childron, JACOB BLOUNT waa a member of the North Carolina Assembly in 1775-76.

BLOUNT, was born in BERTIZ COUNTY, N« Ce, March 26, 1749. He was married February 12, 1778 to 
MARY, a dauchter of COL, CaLEB GRAINGER.

This compiler has the complete record, stored 
avay in nis files, So, thus it happens, that the BRYANS are al” descendants of the old HARDY 
“ILL neighborhood, marked only on the older maps of the lower s.de of the JAMES RIVER in Vir 
ginia.e. The account of the English ancestry of the BRYANS shown cn or at 23-S36, may be a clue 
to the Mnglish ancestry and the origin of the family, but throws no light on details and is 
therefore of little value. The name was spelled BRIAN in Mgland, and it was from this family 
that the redoubtable seafaring old warrior, BRIAN HARRISON, related to the Harrisons into which 
the Bryans afterwards so often married, obtained his name.

The head of this Branch, Lawrence Copeland was a solid Roundhead, and for his religious 
faith he appears to have died. His estates were sequestered by the Crown for recusancy. The eldest son Robert, 
tried to obtain these estates; but, the result... 'Claim allowed with arrears from the fathers death on fuller proof 
of the death and on the sons taking the Oath of Adjuration" Robert does not appear to have done this and it is 
believed he and his brother, Lawrence, sailed to America. The other two sons, John and Thomas, are believed to 
have jolned their relatives in Staffordshire.’ It is generally believed that Lawrence is the one who settled in 
Braintree, Mass. in 1630; and that John came to Virginia in 1635.' Note: Lawrence is the head of a large family 
of Copelands in New England, moving westward, but there is no evidence that- - had any children. Thomas 
went to Barbados and some of his sisters went to Virginia as spelled out in his will. 


ROUNDHEADS the name given to the supporters of the parliamentary cause during the English civil war. 
Many Puritans, scorning gentlemen's fashions of the 17th century, wore their hair closely cropped. In 1641 
bewigged or long-haired royalists insulted their Puritan opponents in Parliament by calling them Roundheads. 
The term was later applied to all supporters of the parliamentary rebellion, even though the leader of the 
Roundheads, Oliver Cromwell, wore his hair long.

He was a Quaker by faith later in life but would not have been a Quaker when he first came to America for the 
Quaker movement had not started yet, He was though a decender, as seen on his father, for he was what was 
called a ""Roundhead". He probably became a Quaker in America. One of the earliest records of Quakerism in 
Virginia was Elizabeth Harris, a native of London, in 1656, The first yearly meetings were first held in Virginia 
in 1673, If he first went to Boston in 1656, he must have gone soon after his conversion to Quakerism. 


There are several references to John Copeland in early records, they may not be John Copeland or his son,John 
Nicholas Copeland. It was interesting to discover that when he went to Boston preaching (see story below) that 
when they deported him they did not put him on a ship going back to Virginia but instead put him on a ship 
bound for England, Therefore, he probably crossed the ocean several times. Some of the references are listed 
below:

It is important to note that I have serious doubts about the date of death of this John Copeland. I believe that 
there is confusion between John Copeland, Quaker missionary who went to Boston on the Speedwell in 1656. 
This "Quaker" John Copeland was listed as "young and unmarried" whereas the John Copeland who emigrated 
to VA on the Assurance in 1635 would have been 40 and married. I believe that "Quaker" John Copeland 
preached in the US, but didn't have family here, returned to England and died in 1718 and that the John 


_ Copeland who was born in 1616 was probably the father of the line of Copelands in my database. This is 


elaborated on below.

(it should be noted that the Winnefeld's subsequently have decided that John Copeland who entered VA in 1635 
and John "The Quaker" Copeland were different men. It seems more likely that John who came in 1635 was the 
one who married Sarah Ratliff and sired the VA Copelands, and that John "The Quaker" may have never settled 


in America, but preached here and then returned to England to die. This would also account for a seemingly 


excessive age at death of 102 y/o since John "The Quaker" was probably born c1628, not 1616 which was 
apparently the birth date of the other John. )

As an aside, I believe the IGI records are excellent in general; one just 


needs to look at them with some skepticism and a willingness to use them to 


form and test hypotheses. Indeed they are contradictory and often frustrating 


(and incomplete).

A Biography of John Copeland (1616-1718) 

by James Winnefeld and Fredda Coupland Winnefeld. 


Based on Speculation and Incomplete Records John Copeland was a prominant Quaker missionary who 
emmigrated to America, returned to England several times, was mutilated in Massachusetts for his religious 
beliefs and teachings, and finally returned to England where he died in 1718. John is an ancestor of many 
American Copelands. The purpose of this essay is to compile in one place what is known about him, his parents, 
his siblings, and his children and grandchildren. There is much that is not known for certain about John, even 
though he is frequently mentioned in early histories and records of Virginia and Massachusetts. Some of these 


uncertainties carry down to his children and the various lines of descendents they parented. An examination of 


these uncertainties should start with ascertaining what is known of John's origins. 
John's Origins 


It is likely that John was born in either Yorkshire or Lancashire. If he was born in Lancashire, he was probably 
the son of Lawrence Copeland. Guess states that this Lawrence was a famous roundhead whose lands were 
confiscated for his religious beliefs. The LDS International Genealogy Index (IGI) for Lancashire indicates that 
a John, son of Lawrence Cooplande (sic) was Christened in St. Mary's parish Lancaster on 24 February 1612. 
The IGI also indicates that Lawrence had a son named Lawrence Christened in St Mary's parish in 1609. There 
was one more son recorded in the IGI: William Copeland, Christened 6 July 1616 in St. Mary's parish. If John 
originated in Yorkshire, he was probably the son of Robert Copeland and Alice Young, born 10 April 1616 and 
Christened in Easingwold on 27 October 1616. This John had numerous brothers and sisters. There is at least 
one cite that says John was from Yorkshire. There is a possibility that John originated in Scotland. There is an 
IGI entry that shows a John Copeland being born in Dumphries, Scotland, in 1616. But we have been unable to 
establish other linkages to Scotland to date. Several sources state that John was from Dolphin Leigh. Guess 
indicates that it was in Lancashire (he says that was father Lawrence's home). Copeland and Barnes suggest 
much the same.To date we do not know whether Dolphin Leigh was/is an estate, town, or parish. It is not listed 
in any gazetteer we have examined. However, an inquiry to the National Geographic Society (Mr. Michael 
Horner, map archivist) resulted in placing Dolphin Leigh in the southeast outskirts of Lancaster, Lancs at 
Latitude 54 degrees, 3 minutes, and 9 seconds north; and Longitude 2 degrees, 46 minutes and 3 seconds west. 
The only additional information is that it is not a town or topographical mark. By elimination it is either a farm, 
estate, or crossroads. As we will see, John later became a devout Quaker. Quakerism was strong in both 
Lancashire and Yorkshire (less so in Scotland). As a working hypothesis, we assume in the remainder of this 
essay that John is from Lancashire. 
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John Emmigrates to America | 


The record clearly indicates that John left Gravesend (near London) for Virginia aboard Assurance in J uly 1635. 
In conformance with the then existing law, he was "examined" by a town official before leaving and required to 
take an oath of "allegiance and supremacy" to support the Church of England. He was carried on the passenger 
manifest as being 19 years old at the time. It is not known where John debarked in Virginia, though based on his 
subsequent movements it was likely in the Hampton Roads region. 


John's Early Period in Virginia 


It is not known when John was converted to Quakerism, but it is unlikely that such an event happened until the 
late 1640s or early 1650s when Quakerism's founder, George Fox, greatly expanded the geographical coverage 
of his ministry. Also it is not known whether John became a Quaker as a result of a conversion in England or in 
Virginia. What we do know with some certainty is that he settled in the southside of colonial Virginia and 
married Sarah Ratliff in 1644 in Isle of Wight County (IGI, VA, p. 7,026). As far as we know this was his first 
marriage. If his given age on sailing for Virginia in 1635 was correct, he must have been 29 years old at the time 
of his marriage. 


John and Sarah had four children according to the IGI: 

Nicholas Copeland (1645) 

William Copeland (1647) 

Hannah Copeland (1654) 

Joseph Copeland (1655) 

All were born in Isle of Wight County. We will return to these children later in this essay. 
John the Quaker Missionary | 


One researcher believes John travelled from Virginia to Boston in 1651. Sometime later he returned to England. 


It is possible that he converted to Quakerism at this time. He left England 30 May 1656 for Boston aboard 


Speedwell, and is listed as a Quaker on the passenger manifest. On arrival in Boston he and seven other co- 
religionists were promptly jailed. The captain of Speedwell was required to take them back to England. But the 
following year John returned to Boston in the Woodhouse. He was described at the time as young, unmarried, 
and educated. John's stay in Boston was again a stormy one and resulted in his having his right ear cut off by 
order of a Boston court in 1658 and again being ejected from the Colony. John's subsequent travels until 1665 
are unknown, but in that year he was again in England and was among the Newgate prisoners to be sentenced to 
transportation, first to the Barbadoes, and subsequently to Virginia. Sarah died either in 1675 or in 1687. The 
first date is consistent with a report of his second marriage in England. A letter sent to George Fox in 1678 states 
that John was in Virginia at that time. 


John's Later Years 


Chuckatuck County records in Virginia show his signature many times between 1679 and 1696. He became a 
celebrity in his old age as one of the old Quakers who had suffered for his beliefs. He was asked on several 
occasions to display his mutilation to sympathizers. He remarried (his third marriage by our count) in 1691, and 
reportedly received many visitors in his home as late as 1698. Coplen gives the date of his death as 9 January 
1718 and his burial site as North Cave, Yorkshire. 


John's Relationship with Lawrence of Braintree, Massachusetts 


Several genealogists have pointed to the possibility, even probability, that Quaker John was the brother of 
Lawrence of Braintree, Massachusetts. The evidence for this connection is scanty and consists of a possible 
common father in Lawrence of Lancashire and the fact that John made several journeys to Massachusetts during 
the course of his ministry. The birth dates in the IGI suggest that if Lawrence of Braintree is the son of 
Lawrence of Lancashire, it is quite possible that his brother John is not Quaker John. If we accept the "John is

from Yorkshire" hypothesis set out earlier in this essay, it follows that Quaker John and Lawrence of Braintree 


were not brothers, but may have had an earlier joint ancestor in England or Scotland. If Lawrence and Quaker 


John were brothers, Lawrence was much the older, having been born in 1599 (see IGI and William Copeland 
Clark, p. 43) while Quaker John was born in either 1612 or 1616. 


4 | John and Sarah's Children 


We have already cited four children born of John and Sarah: Nicholas (1645), William (1647), Hannah (1654), 
and Joseph (1655). Guess (p. 8) cites four sons: John, Nicholas, William, and possibly Thomas. Guess makes no 
mention of Hannah or Joseph. Thompson has still a different list of John's and Sarah's children: William, 
Nicholas, John, Sarah, and Thomas. The names common to all three lists are: William and Nicholas. The 

_ children of William and Nicholas are fairly well documented by the various genealogical researchers. However, 
the children of William son of Quaker John and William son of William Copeland of Middlesex Co., Virginia 
are either almost identical in naming and sequence, or some genealogists have borrowed the family of one and 
attributed it to the other William. 


» The Puzzle of Quaker John's Marriages 


The evidence suggests that Quaker John entered into three marriages, the first to Sarah Ratliffe of Isle of Wight 
County, Virginia. The names of his second and third wives are unknown. Moreover, we do not know if he had 
any children from those later marriages.The dates of the various marriages are confusing. For example, one 
researcher has him entering into his second marriage while another researcher shows first wife Sarah Ratliffe 
still alive. These events raise the suspicion that Quaker John has been confused with other John Copelands that 
may have existed. For example, suppose that there were a John each from Dumphries, Lancashire, and 
Yorkshire and that two or more of them lived in Virginia at the same time. 


A multiplicity of Johns may also explain the confusion over the children attributed to him, and his 
extraordinarily long life (102-106 years). Moreover, the possibility of more than one John in Virginia in the 
middle of the 17th Century may better support possible linkages of one of them with Lawrence of Braintree, 
MA. Morris E. Guess, "Genealogy of the Families of Copeland." Guess doesn't say definitively that John is the 
son of roundhead Lawrence, but that is what his reporting implies. The IGI makes a distinction between this 
Lawrence (born in 1609) and another Lawrence born in 1599 who is said to have married Lydia Townsend in 
Massachusetts. We will return to this point later in this essay as we attempt to define the linkage between 
Quaker John Copeland, our interest here, and Lawrence Copeland of Braintree, MA who married Lydia 
Townsend. See cite 20 from Fredda Coupland Winnefeld's chronology. John W. Copeland, "The Copeland

Tepper, Passengers to America, pp. 99-100. Note that if this was his real age, it calls into question the validity of 
placing his origins in Lancashire. A birth date of 1616 fits with the Yorkshire and Dumphries records. If these 
assumptions are valid, it is very unlikely that John was the brother of Lawrence of Braintree (MA). As we shall 
see, John eventually married 3-4 times. Note carefully that John did not name his first son after either himself or 
his reputed father, Lawrence. Note that Carol Lee Copeland Thompson believes John and Sarah had five 
children: William, Nicholas, John, Sarah , and Thomas. She gives no birth dates. See her Descendents of John 
Copeland and Sarah Ratliff of Virginia And Allied Families.

Cox believes that the manifest marking was 
done after arrival in Boston "and as soon as the offense of their preaching was known."One wonders if we are 
talking about the same John who landed in Virginia in 1635 at the age of 19, and who married Sarah Ratliff in 
1644. In 1656 the John who landed in 1635 would have been 40 years old, a ripe age for the 17th Century.

Note that the place of death was less than 30 miles from where John would have born if 
his origins are in Yorkshire. See in particular Coupland (p. 5) who states that: "There can therefore be little 
doubt that the Massachusetts and Virginia Copelands were related through Lawrence and John, most likely 
brothers." Guess reaches a similar conclusion (pp. 7-8). Neither provides direct evidence of the relationship 
(e.g., letters to each other, visits). William Copeland Clark who did considerable research on the life of 

_ Lawrence mentions no connection with John, although he examined closely other members of Lawrence's 
family and progeny. We know of no children from his later marriages. IGI, VA. It is curious that if John were 
the son of Lawrence of Lancashire, that none of his sons were given that name (a common practice in 17th 
Century Britain). But we should also note that if he were the son of Robert Young of Yorkshire, it is equally 
curious that none of John's sons were named Robert. The IGI and Coplen attribute the "common children" to 
William, son of William of Middlesex Co and Christian (no surname known), while Guess, Copeland, and 
Thompson attribute them to William son of Quaker John and Christian Taberer.

Elizabeth Copeland, Joseph Copeland, John Copeland, Mary Copeland and James Copeland, Junior 
were witnesses at weddings in 1687, 1696. 1699. and 1723/4. It should also be noted that the 
Taberers were among the Friends and John Copeland's son, Married Elizabeth Taberer whose birth is 
recorded in this history -'Elizabeth Tabberer, daughter of the 

aforesaid Margrett which she bare to Thomas Tabberer was borne the last of the 10th month 1663.'" 
Possibly a brother of Lawrence Copeland, who settled at Braintree, Massachusetts, in 1630. 


From the Encyclopedia of American Quaker Genealogy, Vol VI-Virginia: page 22 " Annual meeting in 
1680 was in John Copeland's house in Chuckatuck, (Virginia)" 

page 28 1680, 8, 7-John a meeting was held in his house in Chuckatuck., 1688, 3, 29. John a meeting 
was held in his house. ( JP NOTE: Since one John Copeland lived 1616-1682 and his son lived 1652- 
about 1712 I have listed this section on both more sheets as the book does not distinguish which John 
it was speaking about. If the manuscript is speaking of John's son that would help prove that he either 
had two sons John and Nicholas, or one son that was John Nicholas or Nicholas John since different 
genealogist disagree as to this sons name.) 


on page 39: " among these earliest Quaker families not all of whom had been puritans, are found the 
names of Goodwin, Bennett, Hutchens, Jordan, Draper, Copeland, Devion, Johnson, Jones, Murrey, 
Bressie, Chapman, Boddy (Boddie), Outland, Howard, Wiggs, Exum, Barnes, West, Lawrence, Took, 
Taberer, Newman, Bufkin (Buskin), Perkins, Garret, Belson, Grove, Pope, Lacee and others too 
numerous to mention. " (JP NOTE: Many of these names are later found to intermarry with the 
Copelands.

JP NOTE: The Copeland Manuscript supplied by Frank Luckett listed this gentleman as John 
Copeland, however, other sources suggest his name was Nicholas. I have listed him as John Nicholas 
thinking that is perhaps his full name and he was called Nicholas throughout his life to avoid confusion 
with his father. 

In the unnamed document also provided to me by Frank Luckett in January 1977 has the following: 
From "The William and Mary College Quarterly", Vol. 7, page 212: " After the restoration of King 
Charles II in 1660, the Quakers had a strong following -especially in the upper Parish (Virginia). the 
able lawyer and preacher, Thomas Story of Philadelphia, came in 1699 and in 1705 and held many 
open and comfortable meetings in this and other parts of Virginia.

"John Copeland, age 19" is listed as one of the 218 "passengers for Virginia 1635 in New England and 
Historical and Genealogical Record, Vol. 5," and may be the "John, a Quaker who came to Plymouth 
Colony, Massachusetts on the 'Speedwell' in 1656 and was whipped and driven from the Colony on 
account of his religion". 

These records fit so near completely that it is believed that J oseph Copeland, grandson of Thomas 
Taberer, was also the grandson of John Copeland. And that this John, who was beaten and run out of 
Plymouth Colony about 1656, is the same as Jo, who took passage for Virginia in 1635- and the same 
as John, who showed his mutilated ear to Thomas Story 

in 1699 or 1705 at the home of his cousin Elizabeth Copeland Webb of Gloucestershire, England . . . 
and another beneficiary under the Will of Thomas Taberer in Chuckatuck, Virginia, at which time John 
was about 78 years old. 

(JP Note: various records agree that it was John, Sr, who departed on the Assurance for Virginia 
stayed in Isle of Wight, and was deceased in 1682. Thus making it impossible for him to be at either 
meeting. I believe that it is more likely the person that was the Speedwell passenger or at the meeting 
was either this John, Jr., the before mentioned son of J oseph 

or an entirely different John Copeland.)

A thorough study of the genealogical texts available on this 
branch of the Copeland family leaves me unable to accept the 
conclusions which have been reached by those before me concerning 
the Colonial period of Virginia. The Copeland’s were typical ly 
members of the Society of Friends (Quaker's). This fact 
apparently led earlier researchers to the natural assumption that 
John, the Quaker missionary, was the grandfather of the Southem 
Branch of Copeland's. Destruction of most of the records of 
Nansemond County, on three different occasions into the late 
1702's, probably denies the assembly of a true and factual family 
portrait. Based upon the evidence at hand to date, January, 1991, 
this hypothesis is believed to resemble that which must have been. 
Recurrence of such names as John, Nicholas, William, Thomas, and 
James creates a maze seemingly designed to snare and entangle. 


Patrick Copeland, Chaplain of the "Royal James" was the first 
known Copeland to arrive in America in 1621 an the interest of 
Sducation for the Colony. Jamestown was 444 miles up the James 
River from the coast. The first English colonization efforts, it 
was settied in 1487. In 1422 the historical Indian massacre 
occurred killing 351 of its 942 inhabitants. It was then that 
Pocehontas, who later married Jom Rolfe, saved Captain John 
Smith. After this occurrence, plans for a college were abandoned. 
Patrick left the colony in 1622. It is unknow if he left before 
or after the massacre. Tt was interesting to learn = that 
Pocahontas died in England. 


The Virginia Historical Magazine, Vol. 5, published in i998 by 
Richmond (House of The Society), page 95 lists a Christopher 
Copeland being present at a land transaction on May 6, 1634. 
(Christopher, b. c: 1616, Imn. 1535, lived Lancaster Co., VA.) 
All Copeland’s arriving in America during the early 1444's have 
not been embraced by some researchers. Lawrence is Said to have 
settled in Braintree, MA in 1432. 
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Researchers to date have accepted JO:, age 19, who arrived in 
Virginia aboard the Assurance in 1635, as being the Quaker 
Missionary John, who arrived in Boston in 1654 aboard the 
Speecwell . They have presumed that the Joseph Copeland, who 
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introduced Pewter into the Colonies, was the Grandson of Major 
Taberer. Careful assimilation of existing factors support a 
somewhat different conclusion.

Belson, July 7, 1692. 

Joseph, Elizabeth, and John Copeland were witness to the wedding 
of James Jordan and Elizabeth Ratcliff, Nov. 12, 1697. 
Joseph Copeland was one of the overseers at the probate of John 

Sheephard, Mar. 27, 1698. 


i am comfortable with the conclusion that this Joseph Copeland was 
the JO: who immigrated to Virginia in 1435 on the Assurance. It 
was this Joseph who crafted the earliest specimen of "made in 
America" pewter discovered by archeologists at Old Jamestaw;n 
June, 1948. Cast into the handle of the remains of the Spoon 
was, “Joseph Copeland 1475, Chuckatuck." it is not reasonable 
that a second generation individual could have introduced pewter 
into America. 


Joseph Copeland examined accounts and appraised estates in Isle of 
Wight County from Oct. 24, 1715 to Mar. 23, 1723. This Joseph was 
the son of Elizabeth Taberer, Major Taberer’s grandson. To be a 
minor at the reading of the Major’s will in 1694, he could not 
Rave been born prior to 1474. since his mother was born Oct., 
16653, it is unlikely that she bore him before age 14 or i/. 
This would place his date of birth no sooner than around 1664. He 
could not have crafted the spoon in 1675. He married Mary 
Woodley in 1789 at an approximate age of 2738. He paid taxes on 497 
acres in TOW Co. in 1714. He died at about age 45 on Feb. 23, 
1725/26. After his death, his wife Mary Woodley married Jchn 
Mallory and had several more children. 


John and Elizabeth Copeland were with William and Christian 
(Taberer) Outland as witness to the wedding Of William Belson in 
1664. They were with Joseph Copeland at the wedding of James 
Jordan in ié87 (above). This provides a clear indicator that 
John Copeland was the husband of Elizabeth Taberer and the father 
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of Joseph. Several Copeland researchers have strongly suggested 
that Nicholas was his father. A careful study of their findings 
indicates this was the Nicholas of Essex County. John, the father 
of Joseph, appears to have been his nephew. 


John was born about 14649 and could not have been the son of Jom 
the Quaker as commonly accepted! . Chronclogy suggests that his 
father was the John who immigrated to Virginia in 1651, the 
husband of Sarah Ratcliff. Lyle Williams, in his publication, 
“The Bachelor-Williams Families," is the only researcher I've read 
who realized this probability. 


The Sarah Ratcliff who married John Copeland was apparently the 
Sister of Richard Ratcliff, not his daughter Sarah, born Sept. i?, 
1676 who married Joseph Kenerly, July 24, 1696. 


The will of William Copeland, the son of Nicholas Copeland of 
Essex Co., lists cousins Nicholas, John and Mary. Based upon 
associations and proximity after mavings—tos Virginia,, itis 
indicative that Joseph (imm. 16355), Joh (imm. 14651), and Nicholas 
(imm. 16655) were closely related, possibly brothers. 


3 George Fox visited Virginia and Carolina in 147%. Guaker Missionary bhilliam 
Edmundson visited this area prior to the visit by Fox, and again in 1676/77. 
Neither made mention of John the Martyr in their descriptions of these visits. 
There is no evidence of John the Quaker being in America until his name appears in 
the Quaker meetings beginning in 1679. Alice Lindenmuth wrote that according to 
the original Quaker records at the Public Records Office in London, Jom (the 
Quaker) died 9491-1718 (Bowden reports 1-49-1718) and that he is buried at North 
Cave, England. This record also indicates that he was married in 1647 for the 
first time, and that his wife Rachel died August 16, 1675. He married a second 
time in 1677, apparently in England. He is reported to have married for a third 
time in 1691. The London records also state that his wife Anne died August, 1708. 
These dates preclude the possibility of John the Quaker being the Grandfather of 
the Southern Copeland Branch. They also preclude the possibility that he was the 
father of Hannah Copeland who married Cornellius Outland in March 3, 1475.

D. Graham Copeland and Mollie Mae Copeland Gray associated the 
Nackolis Copeland of Essex (Old Rappahannock) Co., VA as being 
the father of Joseph. This Nickolis was a very successful 
Surveyor and Appraiser. Records place him in Essex Co. fron 
1692 to the time of his death in 1718. The will of his son 
William in 17@1 lists cousins, John, Nicholas, and Many. It is 
probable that these cousins were the children of the John who 
married Sarah Ratcliff, and that John, Nickolis, and possibly 
Joseph the pewterer, were brothers. Statistics dictate this 
Nickolis, who immigrated to VA in i655, would have been born c: 
1624, Unfortunately, this line of the family seems to have 
bred itself into oblivion with only female children. 


D. Graham has this Essex Co. Nickolis, with a different wife 
than our ancestry, moving to SC to become the ancestors of 
Ripley. IT can only presume that this observation was basec 
upon insufficient information. The will of Major Taberer was 
readily accessible to me, but Clearly had not been found by 
him. 


At present, I have found no clear indication as.to who the 
father of Nicholas Copeland Sr. of Chatam Co., NC, from whon I 
descend, may have been. The analysis of the South Carolina 
Genealogical Society that he and William of Chowan Co., NC were 
brothers seems prudent, however; the generation statistics 
(time line) of my research indicate that they were grandsons 
Of John Copeland and Sarah Ratcliff of VA. Notwi thstanding, 
my research has not revealed any potential descendants of 
Joseph the pewterer (except James who owned property in Essex 
Co., VA in 1659) or Joh the Quaker. 


A John Copeland was present in Essex Co. at the Probate of the 
Will of William in 14698. He seems to have remained in Essex 
Co. from 1698 to 1711. It could be this was John, the husband 
of Elizabeth Taberer who remarried in 1694. Divorces weren't 
impossible back then, ROWEVers we can’t be sure just how many 
John’s there were during that period. He also secured property 
in the adjoining Middiex Co. The name John continues in this 
county into the late 17@A's.

John was from Yorkshire, England and was recognized as one of 
the early Quaker martyrs. He first came to the American 
colonies aboard the Ship Speedwell which departed London coi 38 
May, 1656 bound for New England. He came with a group of eight 
other missionaries to Boston, Mass. They suffered persecution, 
imprisonment and eventual ly the sentence of banishment from the 
colony. (While this persecution was inflicted by the judicial 
system, it was instigated by the Presbyterian Ministers who 
feared their control of their "flocks" was jeopardized.) He was 
among a group which made another voyage from England in 1457 
aboard the famous small vessel, "The Woodhouse." He was most 
likely well acquainted with the comer of the vessel, Robert 
Fowler, who originated in Yorkshire also. Both he and his 
traveling companion, Christopher Holder, were young and 
unmarried and were referred to as being well educated. They 
traveled to New England and were cruel ly beaten with a three— 
cord knotted whip and sentenced to be banished. They were 
thrown into prison, without bedding, food or drink and left for 
three days with their wounds raw and uncared for. After nine 
weeks they were released and forbidden to even show their faces 
in those parts since they preached a Gospel uncongenial to the 
local authorities. 

He refused to be intimidated by the unjust and intolerant laws 
of the New England persecutors, defied the law of exile and 
retumed again and again to the forbidden towns = and 
settioments, knowing that he did so at great bodily peril. 

In 1658 he and Christopher felt called to proceed to Boston, 
known to the Quakers as the "Lion’s Den.” They knew a new law 
provided that their ears should be cut off. They were again 
arrested and three days after the “wicked sentence was 
pronounced” on September 7, 1658, it was executed in private by 
the hangman who cut off their raght ears. 

These persecutions were not restricted to America but extended 
to England as well. The risk taken by John is amplified by the 
fate of William Robinson in England in 1655. He was imprisoned 
for exercising his Quaker beliefs. He later fled to Boston, 
where on October 27, 1459, he and a companion, Marmaduke 
Stevenson, were publicly hanged. 

In the latter part of 1658 John was once again in England and 
in 1651 he was in London. In 1447 he married, for the first 
time. The record of his marriage describes him as being from 
“Lockington, North Cave, in the county of York. He married 
again in 1677 after the death of his first wife in 1675. Ten 
years later in 14687 he is oice again in America, as a letter to 
George Fox mentions that he is in Virginia. His signature 
appears in the Chuckatuck record many times between 1679 and 
16964. 

In 1691 he married the third time. Bowden gives the date of 
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his death as the ninth of the first month 1718 and states that 
he is buried in North Cave, England. 


A study of the Quaker missionary efforts in lower Virginia and 
the Carolinas show the curious fact that John did not seem to 
make any major contribution to that effort even though his 
Presence was recorded in many of the meetings. While Isle of 
Wight County is prevalent in any study of the area, John was of 
Chuckatuck. Chuckatuck is in Nansemond County. Most of that 
counties early records were destroyed in three separate fires, 
the latest in 1748. This could account for the lack of 
apparent actions on the part of John. 
Sr 
Lawrence Copeland built Dolphin Leigh as his home. He was a 
Catholic who defied the Pnglican Church of England. He was 
executed in 1651 and his land sequestered. Dolphin Leigh was 
made into a prison and the inmates worked the surrounding 
Plantation. It is reported to exist as a prison even today. 
His son Thomas sought to gain possession but this never 
occurred.

I do so appreciate your thoughtfulness in sending to me the material 
on Copeland - especially at a time when you were getting ready for a 
trip. I'm guessing that you are now home - armed with memories - 
frustrating at times - but of a wonderful ELD, 


After a month of trying to digest and sort out facts from tradition 
of your information along with other information I have received, I 
have wished that I'd been in Russia with you. 1 think that Russia 
could not have been more confusing than tracking Copeland is becoming. 


Our curosity was arroused a couple of years ago when we obtained a 

copy of a book compiled by Guess-Taylor. The book had included material 
on Ray's great grandfather. That was our first knowledge of a connection. 
We had been searching for connections in Tennessee rather than the 
Guess-Taylor lineage that migrated from North Carolina to Kentucky to 
Missouri. I believe that information in their book for the early 
Copelands was taken from a chart prepared by a lady in Cregon who is 

a descendent of Aaron and from the D. Graham Copeland manuscript. 
Apparently, this manuscript has had considerable influence. A lady 

here in Fort Worth ordered a film of it (a xerox copy was too expensive). 
I attempted to read some of it, but gave up as the film was of an 

onion skin copvy and had been placed on the film backwards. The copy 
1slocated at the University of South Carolina. I feel that his 
information beginning with Aaron is probably correct, but,l.question if 
he had documented information from John down to Aaron. There seems to 
be a difference of opinion for the early ones. 


ft really don't know why I'm so embroiled with 1600's and 1700's Copelands 
when we can only document Ray's ancestor to 1820 - just a puzzle to me, 

I guess. You are so blessed to have Such fine documentation for the 
Outlands. 


I have not comtacted the Guess-Taylor ladies to question their source 
of information for fear of upsetting them, as we do know there is a 
family connection for relationship in Missouri. I have been in contact 
with Mr. Lawrence Roberts (descendent of Aaron) as he did not include 
Carlier than Aaron, as he, too, had questions on lack of documentation 
by D. Graham Copeland. Mrs. Leona Hart Copeland's book has been sold 
out, but she sent me information on the early Copelands. Her lineage 
Seems the most likely. 


The most interesting is a new book just published by a man in California. 
His lineage starts with a William who migrated from Scotland. However, 
there is a conflict in his book with the Guess-Taylor book. He says 

his John lived in murry County, N.C. and then moved his family to Ohio, 
The Guess-Taylor book shows that the descendent of John’ moved to Kentucky. 
It is interesting, though, in that his William was in Middlesex County, Va. 
and Essex County records show a Nicholas. Could there be a relationship 
between these two? 
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I have taken all of the information I have to date and have tried to 
extract names and dates just to see how the pieces link together. 
Copies are enclosed for you. You had raised questions and made comments 


Also enclosed is a copy from the William and Mary College Quarterly, as 
you had asked Mrs. Gray if she had documented information for Joseph 
and Mary Woodley. 


I see by the dates on letters from Mrs. Gray that you have been 
pothered with questions on Copeland for more years than you probably 
ever thought. Spect you - at times - wish you'd never heard of the

As the name Lott seems to have been used by so many, I've now started 

a search - hoping to find the documented tie-in with Copeland. Have 
had only a little success with the name so far. Most references to the 
name are in Pennsylvania and New York. There were a couple who arrived 
in Virginia in the late 1600's, but so far have not seen any other 
reference in Virginia until the late 1700's. 


I appreciate your offer for further help, but at this time 1 spect 

it would be fruitless when the earliest date we are sure of is 1820. 
Look at the Guess-Taylor lineage sheet. Number (4) shows Willian, 
John, Lott, and Landen. Ray's great grandfather, Isaac, is shown in 
their book as being a son of Landen. Their book shows that Isaac was 
born in Kentucky. We have always been told that Isaac was born in 
Tennessee. Until we can document that Landen was the father, we are 
rather stymied. There were many Copelands in Tennessee, but records 
for that state are rather fragmented. 


Again, a thank you so very much for sharing with me your information. 
Even though all of the pieces don't seem to tally, I'm pleased to know 
that others besides me have raised questions. I hope the mail will

Elizabeth Taberer, dtr of Thomas and Margaret Taberer, was born in Oct. 1663. 
The Guess-Taylor bock records that the son of Elizabeth Taberer and 
Nicholas Copeland was born in 1670. Since Elizabeth was 7 years old 
at the time, it was not she who was Joseph Copeland's mother.

A review of the various published and unpublished data 
here indicates that there are those who drew conclusions 
in spite of the objective evidence to the contrary.

After living for 23 years in South Carolina, I 
moved to Dunnellon, Florida. Before moving I had to discard old correspondence and genea- 
logical notes, and my records were in storage for eight months while my husband and I were 
building a new home. There are still boxes of material to be unpacked, and I find that I 
am not as speedy as I used to be when it comes to answering letters. 


When I first typed the draft of the Quaker sections for Lyle Williams' book, I used the 
material he sent to me which he had collected from many sources for a number of years. 
Material compiled by others was typed as it was Submitted, but I did not know the identi- 
ty of the person who compiled it. Corrections were made if I could confirm the dates of 
birth dates. marriage dates, death dates in research done in the archives at the Valentine 
Museum, the Virginia and North Carolina State Libraries, the Guilford College Quaker Col- 
lection, the Friends Library and Public Records Office in London. I now believe that much 
of the Copeland information in Lyle's book to be erroneous. 


The Quaker records in London give death dates of Aug. 1675 for Rachel and Feb. 1709 for 
Anne Copeland, (wives of John Copeland) and members of the Hull MM. A death date of 
1718,1,9 is given for John Copeland of North Cave, the Hull MM. However NO AGES were 
given. Information received after the printing of Lyle Williams! book records the 2nd 


It is possible that this John Copeland was the father of John Copeland, and Joseph Cope- 
land who married Mary (d 1678) and was the silversmith in 1675, both of whom witnessed 
the marriage of William Outland and Christian Taberer. 


1696 John Williams. If John Copeland had died, and Elizabeth (Taberer) Copeland had 
married John Williams in 1696, then the John Copeland who died in 1718 could not have been 
her husband. 


As I now live ina very small community which has no genealogical resource material, I am 
unable to do further research, and can only go over and over letters which have been sent 
me. In 1976 I corresponded with a Mollie Gray who claimed descent from John Copeland b 
1612 d 1718. As the name Lott (probably the surname of Nicholas' wife, Nancy) is used fre- 
quently among Mrs. Gray's ancestors, I questioned whether or not they were among the des- 
cendants of Thomas Taberer's grandson, Mrs. Gray also asked me to do some research for her 
in South Carolina on the Copeland and Miley families. Enclosed are rough copies of what I 
found for her. The one item extracted from the SC Historical Society (Vol. V pl19) will 
probably interest you: "Colonel William Sayle of Bermuda, being in England, 1646, procured 
a patent for planting the Bahamas, fitted a ship, sailed to Bermuda and thence, 1648 (with 
Rev. Patrick Copeland and seventy more of his covenant) to the Bahamas, were there 

wrecked ..." 


Whether any descendants of the Rev. Patrick Copeland survived is not known, but military 
records for those bearing the name Copeland were found, as well as some records of the

It has absolutely nothing to do with genealogy, but I think you'll find it amusing. 


Many of the enclosures are some of the rough drafts of information which I compiled on the 
Ratcliff/Outland/Jordan families when I first corresponded with Lyle Williams. I know there 
are errors . Perhaps one of the more important dates is that which is noted on the material 
compiled by Mrs. Gwen Copeland (#7) in which she records the marriage of Mrs. Elizabeth 
(Taberer) Copeland to John Williams in 1696. If she was a widow at that time, her husband 
couldn't possibly be the John Copeland who died in 1718. Perhaps you can sift through all 
the information and misinformation and come up with some verifiable data. 


The draft of the descendants of #15 John & Mary (Scott) Pierce is enclosed because you asked 
about Thomas Pierce and Mary Kent. I do not know if Thomas' mother, Mary (Scott) Pierce, the 
daughter of Joseph and Mary Scott, was related to Catherine Scott (see page 75 of #3) but it 
quite possible. Perhaps if you inquired at the Historical Society in Providence, RI they could 
give you a name of someone who would research the Quaker records to see if you could find your 
family. I know I found records there for the Borden/Hull/Stanton families (all had descendants 
to be found in VA, NC, SC in the late 1600s and early 1700s). 


Others doing research on the Copeland family are Harvey Beech, 3408 E. Kellis St., Fort Worth, 
TX 79119 and Mrs. Gwen Copeland, 2801 Benbrook Blvd., Fort Worth, TX 76109. 

After you have copied any of the enclosed material which is of interest to you, will you please 
mail all of the enclosures to Harvey Beech with the exception of #3 The Quakers in the American 
Colonies by Rufus M. Jones. You may keep this if you will reimburse me for my expense of $5.00 
for having it copied. You may also keep #10 - the Taberer genealogy and wills. I would also 
appreciate your sending me an amount to cover postage and handling. 


Will you let me know when you send the material to Mr. Beech. I will write to him to tell him 
that I'm asking you to mail it to him. I'd appreciate your comments regarding the material 
I'm sending you. Even if you cannot find anything new to add to your genealogy, I think you 
will find the enclosures interesting.

The names of the parents are not given, but Cornelius was probably the brother i 

of William Outland. William Outland and Christian Taberer had sons Cornelius, 

Thomas and William (b 1/6/1682/3) who was disowned for marrying contrary to 
discipline in 1706. The name of his wife is not given, but I believe it to be 
either Margaret /or/ Mertha Copeland, possibly the dtr of John and Elizabeth 
(Taberer) Copeland, his first cousin. 


The Chuckatuck MM record that in 1678 Mary, the wife of Joseph Copeland, died. 
Both John and Joseph Copeland were witnesses in 1678 at m of Christian Taberer. 
In 1684, John and Elizabeth Copeland and William and Christian Outland were among 
the witnesses at the marriage of Edmund Belson. 


Thomas Taberer, in his will names his daughters Christian Jordan (2nd marriage for 
Christian) and Elizabeth Copeland and her children. His grandson, Joseph, was 
named Executor of the will which was dated 1/24/1692 and recorded 2/9/1634. 


It is not known, and cannot be confirmed from any records I've seen whether 
Elizabeth Copeland married John, or Joseph, or Nicholeés {as you've recorded 
However, as John and Elizabeth were witnesses in 1684 at the Belson marriage, I 
believe she married JOHN. 


Although other records I have seen record that a John Copeland married a Sarbh 
Ratcliff (I believe it was in the rough draft of the book that Mr. Williams is 
going to publish) - I have found no records to confirm this marriage. I also 
believe that the information that John Cepeland (b 1602; d 1718) m 4 x - dying 
at the age of 106 years to be incorrect. If the New England His .Gen.Register 
is correct, the Quaker, John Copeland was 28 years old in 1656 - and it was 
probably he who is described in the Chuckatuck MM in 1628 by Thomas Storey. 


There is no doubt that Thomas Taberer had a grandson, Joseph Copeland - but I 
have not found any record that would substantiate that he married Mary Woodley. 
Do _ you heve any records and/or dates with which to prove that Nicholas I 
marriec Elizabeth Taberer, and that Joseph married Mary Woodley? 


Rather than trying to type 411 the information I have on the Copelands, I am 
enclosing some of information I've compiied. Will you kindly return these 

to me? After receiving your letter, I spent an afternoon in the library which 
has bound volumes of the $.C. Historical Magazine to see if I could find any 
record of your Moses Copeland - and I could not. All the information I could 
find on the Copelands - Isom, Reuben, Jacob, and John is attached. I also 
located a Miley family who were living in Colleton County in 1871, and whose 
son, Judge Berry Washington Miley, practiced law at Denmark in Bamberg County. 
It's a needle in the haystack - but could this Miley family be ancestors of your 
grandmother, Serah Miley 772?

John Copeland, in 1698 a member of the Chuckatuck Monthly Meeting 
in Nansemond County, Virginia, is named as "one of the first of those 
who had their ears cut off by the Presbyterians in New England for the 
testimony of truth." John Copeland, a Quaker, aged 28 when he sailed 
aboard the Speedwell from Gravesend, England, May 30, 1656, arrived in 
Boston July 27, 1656. "Certain it is that Copeland was one of that 
renowned band that made the epic voyage across the Atlantic on that tiny 
vessel (The "Woodhouse") in 1657. As can be seen, this was Copeland's 
second mission to America ... In new England the two (Copeland and his 
Quaker traveling companion, Christopher Holder) were banished again, 
after being cruelly beaten with a three-corded knotted WL Dis. ober 
nine weeks they were released and forbidden to ever show their faces 
in those parts since they preached a Gospel uncongenial to the local 
authorities." In 1658 he and Christopher Holder again felt a religious 
call, and,defying a cruel law that their ears would be cut off should 
they return to Massachusetts, they returned to Boston to protest the 
denial of their religious liberties. "As soon as it was known that they 
were within the bounds of the state of Massachusetts they were arrested 
and thrown into prison. A week later after the 'wicked sentence had 
been pronounced, it was privately carried into execution by the hangman 
within the walls of Boston gaol'." It is most probable that the Virginia 
and North Carolina Copelands of the Quaker sect descended from this

Having been banished from Martha's 
Vineyard, and was listed in the records as being not 
married. He came to Sandwitch, to Plymouth ard to Salen. 
Although Boston was known as The Lions Den for Quakers, 
he went there, was jailed for nine weeks without cover in 
the winter. In 1658 governor Endicott of Hasseschutt<s 
ordered his right ear cut off. This was cruelly carried out 
in the Gaol there in Boston. 


It was my privilege, and imagine the thrill of going 
to the Old Quaker meeting house at Chuckatuck Virginia 
in 1978.

I have a copy of their marriage record 
e and among the witnesses (in addition to Elizabeth Outland, mother of William, and 
Thomas and Margaret Taberer, mother and father of Christian) were John Copeland 
and Joseph Copeland. ee gee pr.

The Outland/Copeland/Ratliff/Peele families were all Quakers and there are le 
many marrieges listed for these families in Quaker records. Another of the ~' 
early marriages recorded is that of Cornelius Outland~who married in the/General - 
Meeting House at Chuckatuck (Nansemond Co., Va), 3/3/1675/76 Hannah Copeland. i. < 
The names of the parents are not given, but Cornelius was probably the brother - 
of William Outland. William Outland and Christian Taberer had sons Cornelius, 
Thomas anc William (b 1/6/1682/3) who was disowned for marrying contrary to 
discipline in 1706... The name of his wife is not given, but I believe it to be 
either Margaret /or/ Martha Copeland, possibly the dtr of John and Elizabeth 
(Taberer) Copeland, his first cousin. 


The Chuckatuck MM record that in 1678 Mary, the wife of Joseph Copeland, died. 
Both John and Joseph Copeland were witnesses in 1678 at m of Christian Taberer. 
In 1684, John and Elizabeth Copeland and William and Christian Outland were among 
the witnesses at the marriage of Edmund Belson. 


Thomas Taberer, in his will names his daughters Christian Jordan (2nd marriage for 
Christian) and Elizabeth Copeland and her children. His grandson, Joseph, was 
named Executor of the will which was dated 1/24/1692 and recorded 2/9/1694. 


It is not known, and cannot be confirmed from any records I've seen whether 

Elizabeth Copeland married John, or Joseph, or Nicholas {as you've recorded). 

However, as John and Elizabeth were witnesses in 1684 at the Belson marriage, I 
» believe she married JOHN. 


Although other records I have seen record that a John Copeland married a Sarbh 
Ratcliff (I believe it was in the rough draft of the book that Mr. Williams is 
going to publish) - I have found no records to confirm this marriage. I also 
believe that the information that John Gepeland (b 1662; d 1718) m 4 x - dying 
at the age of 106 years to be incorrect. If the New England His .Gen.Register 
is correct, the Quaker, John Copeland was 28 years old in 1656 - and it was 
probably he who is described in the Chuckatuck MM in 1698 by Thomas Storey. 


There is no doubt that Thomas Taberer had a grandson, Joseph Copeland - but I 
have not found any record that would substantiate that he married Mary Woodley. 


Do you have any records and/or dates with which to prove that Nicholas I 
married Elizabeth Taberer, and that Joseph married Mary Woodley? 

Rather than trying to type all the information I have on the Copelands, I am 
enclosing some of information I've compiled. Will you kindly return these 

to me? After receiving your letter, I spent an afternoon in the library which 
has bound volumes of the S.C. Historical Magazine to see if I could find any 
record of your Moses Copeland - and I could not. All the information I could 
find on the Copelands ~- Isom, Reuben, Jacob, and John is attached. I also 
located a Miley family who were living in Colleton County in 1871, and whose 
son, Judge Berry Washington Miley, practiced law at Denmark in Bamberg County.

wy 6 John Copeland, in 1698 a member of the Chuckatuck Monthly Meeting 
in Nansemond County, Virginia, is named as "one of the first of those 
who had their ears cut off by the Presbyterians in New England for the 
testimony of truth." John Copeland, a Quaker, aged 28 when he sailed 
aboard the Speedwell from Gravesend, England, May 30, 1656, arrived in 
Boston July 27, 1656. "Certain it is that Copeland was one of that 
renowned band that made the epic voyage across the Atlantic on that tiny 
vessel (The "Woodhouse") in 1657. As can be seen, this was Copeland's 
second mission to America ... In new England the two (Copeland and his 
Quaker traveling companion, Christopher Holder) were banished again, 
after being cruelly beaten with a three-corded knotted whip ... After 
nine weeks they were released and forbidden to ever show their faces 

in those parts since they preached a Gospel uncongenial to the local 
authorities." In 1658 he and Christopher Holder again felt a religious 
call, and,defying a cruel law that their ears would be cut off should 
they return to Massachusetts, they returned to Boston to protest the 
denial of their religious liberties. "As soon as it was known that they 
were within the bounds of the state of Massachusetts they were arrested 
and thrown into prison. A week later after the 'wicked sentence had 
been pronounced, it was privately carried into execution by the hangman 
within the walls of Boston gaol'." It is most probable that the Virginia 
and North Carolina Copelands of the Quaker sect descended from this

He says in his Journal 'uwpon some discourse with our 
friend (Copeland) I found he was one of the first of those who had their ears cut 
off by the Presbyterians or Independents, in New England for the testimony of 
truth . . . and at my request he showed us his right ear yet bearing the badge 
of their antichristianity.! John Copeland first came to the American colonies 

as a missionary to Boston, Mass. in 1656 from Yorkshire England... 

John Copeland in England married for the second time in 1677 (in England 2). 

In 1687 he was again in America and in a letter to George Fox mentions that he 
is in Virginia. . . m/3 in 1691. . . John died circa January 1718, buried at 
North Cave, England. . . Possibly the oldest example of American pewter in 
existence was excavated recently during archeological work at Jamestown Island 
- - - It consisted of the fragment of a spoon 'by Joseph Copeland.! It is dated 
*'Chuckatuck 1675' . . . This Joseph Copeland was probably a relative of John 
Copeland according to Bodie, the Isle of Wight Pi-torian, and inherited the estate 
of Major Taberer of that County."

John Copeland was the son of Lawrence Copeland, Born 
a February 24 1612. He spent hig early life at Holderness 
Yorkshire England.Blessed with a long life of one hundred 
Six years, Good looking, well dressed, Education, wealth 
and polish.

In 1656 John returned to America on the Stillwell. At 
that time he wags questioned about his religion. Since he 
had joined the Quakera. Having been banished from Martha‘s 
Vineyard, and was listed in the records as being not 
married. Ee came to Sandwitch, to Plymouth and to Salem. 
Although Boston was known as The Lions Den for Quakers, 
he went there, wag jailed for nine weeks without cover in 
the winter. In 1658 governor Endicott of Masseschuttes 
ordered his right ear cut off. This was cruelly carried out 
in the Gaol there in Boston. 


It was my privilege, and imagine the thrill of going 
to the Old Quaker meeting house at Chuckatuck Virginia 
in 1978. It was intact, and it is the same place that 
Jonn?s daughter married Cornelious Outland in 1675. Her 
name wae Hanna, It was here that the Rector of The All 
Sainte Church, Thomas Story, of North Cave, England, held 
a meeting at Chuckatuck. in 1697. John's mutilated ear 
was shown at this meeting.

9 August 1637. John GRAVES patented 600 acres in Elizabeth City County near the upper end of Back River, 
"due in right of descent upon his father Thomas GRAVES who transported at his own costs himself, Katherine 
GRAVES, his wife, sons John GRAVES, the patentee, and Thomas GRAVES, Jr., and 8 persons, Henry 
Singleton, Thomas Edge, Robert Philips, Thomas Griggs, Thomas Philips, Francis White, William Symber, Jone 
Packett." He received additional grants in 1638 and 1639. The holdings of John GRAVES were near the York 
County line and almost directly opposite Hungar's Creek in Northampton Co. (formerly Accawmacke) on the 
Eastern Shore, where his father had lived and where his sisters were still living at that time. 


He did not receive land as an "ancient planter" of VA so he arrived after 1616. He was "of age" before 19 Feb 
1634/35, for he sued John Parramore (Accawmacke Co Ww, p. 26) proving he was born at least by 1614. John 
Parramore was ordered to pay a debt of 100 Ib. tobacco to John GRAVES. 


John died intestate between 1639 when he patented land and 30 April 1640 when William Parry was named his 
administrator and bond was made (Northampton Co, Book 2, page 281) Capt. Roper, William Cotton, and Capt. 
Stone, brothers-in-law of John GRAVES and administrators of the estate of Capt. Thomas GRAVES, were 
originally appointed administrators of his estate, but in April 1640 they resigned and William Parry was 
appointed.(SOURCE: Kenneth Vance Graves).

From Genealogies of Virginia Families Volume II, The Graves F amily of York County pp. 798-802 
Born to the prominent position their father had occupied, with education and ability, both brothers were active in 
the affairs of York Co. They patented large tracts of land, some of which lay in what is now King William Co., 
carried on extensive trade with England and were men of character, wealth, and prestige. 

Joseph, the elder, was probably b. about 1610 or 1612, since Rachel his second or third dau. Was of 
marriageable age in 1652. He was most likely educated in England, for he certainly had some legal training, often 
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appearing as attorney in the county court. He was also a pronounced Royalist and had no love for Cromwell as is 
shown by his 

objection to the succession of Richd. Cromwell in 1659/1660, when in the House of Burgesses, as a representative 
from York Co. "He questioned & disputed the present authority" to such an extent that Gov. Mathews suspended 
him from his office as justice of York on the ground that his conduct was "presumptuous and much to the breach 
& detriment of this our Colony" (Tyler's 1, p. 243). An echo of the residence in Va. of General Mainwaring 
Hammond, one of the generals serving under Chas. I, is found in this bill of sale, dated July 14, 1665, from Joseph 
Croshaw to Wm. Calvert, disposing "of an Indian boy, Known by the name of Benn the which Indian boy I did 
purchase of Gen. Hammond in the year 1656". (York Bk. 4, p. 27). Maj. Croshaw was a zealous churchman, and 
in 1658 (Ibid. Bk 3, p. 39) gave to Marston Par. & Col. Jno. Page in behalf of Middle Plantation Par., concerning 
the bounds of the two parishes as fixed by the Gen. Assembly in 1654, with the results that Middle Plantation lost 
& had to pay all the costs of the suit (W. & M. (1) 12, p. 175). Later the two parishes were combined & called 
Bruton. 

Major Croshaw's patents were numerous and embraced a large acreage, the first one (C. & P. 1, p. 62) is for 
600 a. granted Aug. 9, 1637, to Wm. Pierce Gent. And marked "Renewed in the name of Joseph Croshaw." His 
residence was at Poplar Neck, the location of which is thus described (Id. p. 222, Dec. 10, 1651) "1000 a. in York 
Co., upon the side of York River, commonly known by the name of Poplar Neck, abutting n. w. upon the mouth 
of St. Andrew's Creek" (later called Carter's Creek) "n. e. upon York River, s. e. upon a small creek called 
Croshaw's Desire dividing this land & the land now in possession of Richd. Croshaw into the woods, w. s. w. & 
by s. and s. w. along the Indian Field upon the land of Jas. Harris, w. by n. upon the land of Samuel Snead, n. w. 
by w. upon a line of marked trees leading along to St. Andrew's Creek." The tract called Indian Fields seems to 
have been extensive, part of it lying in what was later New Kent Co.; as late as 1835 Indian Fields is mentioned as 
the name of Richd. Graves's home. (P. 803-805, this volume). 

Life was hard in the early days of the colony and husbands and wives died and were replaced with 
kaleidoscopic rapidity. We have no knowledge at all of the first lady to whom Maj. Croshaw gave his heart & 
name, and who by 1646 had been the mother of at least five children, Mary, the eldest, Unity, Rachel, and the two 
sons who died young, Benj. & Joseph. The second wife may have been a widow Finch, for the index of the York 
book 1644-1649 lists "Croshaw's Joynture to Mrs. Finch", "his bond to mantayne Eliz. Finch:, "his bond for a 
heifer to Betty Finch", but the pages containing these records have been lost (W. & M. (I) w, pp. 270-273). * 
With regard to the third wife, we have these two items: York Bk. 3 p. 150, Mar. 10, 1661/2, It is ordered that 
Capt. Ralph Langly, High Sheriff for York pay unto Mr. Jonathan Newell according ------- (illegible) 900 Ibs. 
Tob. & caske due from Maj. Croshaw as intermarrying with the relict of Augustine Hodges deed." Augustine d. 
after Jan. 25, 1660/1, & by July 24, 1661, his widow Ann had m. Maj. Croshaw. Ann had a dau. Jane Bignall 
who was living in 1667. Bruton Par. Reg. Records on July 20, 1663, the burial of Mrs. Ann Croshaw, wife of 
Maj. Croshaw. The fourth wife was Margaret, widow of Daniel Tucker, and the Register notes her burial on Sept. 
30, 1664. In her will, Margaret leaves to her dau. a Te 
Dorothy Tucker "my church Bible & my wedding ring * * * she to remain with Maj. Croshaw until she comes to 
years of discretion". (York Bk. 4, p. 112) Dorothy m. (1) Capt. Bryan Smith of New Kent Co., (2) Hugh Owen. 
Thos. Bromfield d. in York Co. in Sept. 1668, leaving a dau. Ann & wife Mary who promptly m. Maj. Croshaw 
and after his death m. (3) Clement Marsh. By her Croshaw marriage she became the mother of Joseph Croshaw 
who d. Aug. 28, 1682, aged 15 yrs. & 4 mos. 

Maj. Croshaw's will made the day he died, April 10, 1667, probated July 29, 1667 (York Bk. 4, p. 147), 
Richd. Croshaw & Benj. Lillingston witnesses, is thus abstracted: "Being weak & feeble in body but of sound & 
perfect memory", to my dear wife Mary the third of all the land belonging to the Poplar Neck Plantation for her 
life time & after her death to my loving son Joseph Croshaw; to son Joseph the other 2/3 of the Poplar Neck 
Plantation, & if he d. without heirs or under the age of 24 yrs. the sd. Land to son-in-law Maj. John West, to son 
Jos. 800 a. "lying in Mattapony the marsh lying between Wm. Bassett & John Cabett's with reversion to Maj. 
West. Negroes to wife, son Joseph & son-in-law Maj. West. "It is further my will that the debt Mr. Ralph Graves 
made when he was in Eng. Upon my business be first paid before the estate be divided." "My will also that the 
deed I have past unto Ann Bromfield be operated according to the tannour of the joint deed." "I do appoint Maj. 
Will Hockaday, Sam'l. Crabtree, Benj. Lillingston, these three or any two of them without any trouble in the court 
to divide my estate according to my will." Son-in-law Maj. John West full & whole exor. 

The lack of bequests to daus. Mary White & Rachel Graves is explained in the case of the latter by the gift of 
1000 a. made to her & Ralph in 1654, and doubtless a similar gift had been made to Mary, since her children had 
land in what was later King Wm. Co. adjoining the Graves's. 
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Te inventory of Maj. Croshaw's property showed a very large estate & homefurnishings that for the period 
were unusually elaborate. What lover of the old would not thrill to possess the court cupboard, desk with 
drawers, the two bedsteads, two sets of curtains and valances with silk fringe, pictures, books, leather chairs, etc, 
therein mentioned? (Id. P. 190). Alas, gone are the snows of yesteryear! In the Kitchen chamber, among the 
beds & chairs are these items: "1 box containing the child's clothes, his cradle, his basket for his night-clothes". 
This baby barely a month old when his father died, and considerably younger than some of his nieces & nephews, 
must have seemed to the fond father an answer to prayer and destined to carry on with distinction the Croshaw 
name. But Bruton Par. Reg. records his death Aug. 28, 1682, and Thos. Taylor, Mary Croshaw's second husband 
in an endeavor to get for her & her children some part of the bequests the father had made Joséph (Petition in 
Archives Div. Va. State Library), states that he died at the age of 15 yrs. & 4 months. 

In July 1667 (York Bk. 4, p. 148), at the probate of Major Joseph's will, Capt. Jno. Scasbrooks & Mr. John 
Tiplady, overseers of the last will & testament of Mr. Daniel Tucker decd., were ordered to take into their 
possession the property of Dorothy Tucker of which Maj. Croshaw had had charge. The next year on the petition 
of the widow, the estate of Maj. Croshaw was divided by Capt. Richd. Croshaw, Mr. Phillip Chesley, Mr. Samuel 
Crabtree & Mr. Benj. Lillingston (Id. pp. 178, 187, 288). In Feb. 1671/2 (Ibid. Bk. 5, p. 7), Clement Marsh 
recorded a bond drawn on July 26, 1670, in the presence of Bryan & Dorothy Smith to Mr. John page & Mrs. 
Thos. Bushrod, giving permission to Mary Croshaw, whom he intends to marry, full authority to settle & dispose 
of her estate to her children. Four years later (Id. p. 39) Mr. John page & Lt. Col. Wm. Cole, acting on an order of 
the Right Hon. Gov. & Council, "did most diligently peruse & examine into the accounts relating to the estate of 
Maj. Jos. Croshaw decd. Bet. Lt. Col, Jno. West the exor. & Mary Marsh", and found both Mary & her son Joseph 
had used considerably more than their share of the estate. The death of J oseph in his minority occasioned a suit 
over his property which seems to have settled favorably to the Wests. 

Mary Croshaw, eldest dau. of Maj. Jos. M. (1) Henry White who, according to his deposition, (Ibid Bk. 4, p. 
63) was born about 1631, and died Jan. 6, 1671/2 (Bruton Par. Reg.). We have been unable to trace Henry White 
positively prior to Feb. 15, 1663/4, when with Peter Gill he patented 1000 a. upon the s. side of Chickahominy 
Main Swamp beg. At a corner oak by the upper Westover path by a great branch (S. L. O. Bk. 5, p. 333), but he 
probably had been resident in York for some years. Peter Gill was most likely the son of Stephen Gill who had 
patented land as early as 1636 and who in his will, dated July 15, 1646, mentions son Stephen & all my children 
(York Bk. 1, p. 181). His widow seems to have m. Phillip Walker, considering the two following items: Joseph 
Croshaw on Oct. 16, 1654, sold to Phillip walker 100 a. extending from lands on Queen's Creek of Jno. Davis & 
his quarter to land of Richd. Croshaw & to land now in possession of Wm. Graves up Savage's Creek" (id. p. 
301). Will of Elix. Walker (Id. p. 298), dated Jan. 5, 1654/5, proved July 24, 1656; to only son "Stephen walker 
100 a. on the n. side of Queen's Creek in the Co. of York as is better expressed in a bill of sale under Mr. Jos. 
Croshaw's hand & the sd. land to descend to the sd. Stephen Walker at 21". Mr. J oseph Croshaw & Mr. Richd. 
Croshaw to be overseers of this my last will & testament, my son-in-law" (stepson) "Peter Gill to be full & sole 
exor." Apparently there was some connection between the Gills & the Croshaws. 

The children of Henry & M (Croshaw) White were: Henry d. April 17, 1667; Mary, Margaret d. May 21, 
1664, Ann d. Oct. 17, 1669, Joseph, Wm., Unity & Rebecca d. 1686 (dates from Bruton Par. Reg.) The will of 
Henry White Sr. dated Dec. 20, 1671, proved Jan. 10, 1671/2 (York Bk. 4, p. 369) leaves to his wife his lands in 
Marston Par. Until his son Joseph comes of age, to son Wm. 300 a. in New Kent, to daus. Mary, Unity, & 
Rebecca 300 a. each lying in New Kent, "to Maj. John West £5, to Richd. Bares 20 s. to buy him a castor (Castor 
was another word for beaver but later included other furs; here it means a fur hat), "to John Daniel & Rice Jones, 
ditto." Of the other five children named in this will, Joseph m. (1) Magdalen Baskervyle (d. 1699), (2) Mary ------ 
. In his will (Ibid, Book 14, p. 76), dated Feb. 27, 1705/6, proved Mar. 10, 1710/11, he mentions wife Mary, to 
son Geo., who is under 21, his mother's wedding ring when he attains majority; dau. Frances White, to dau. Mary 
White her mother's maiden ring; wife to be extrx. With Mr. Ambrose Cobbs "& my brother-in-law Geo. 
Baskerville". Rebecca, Joseph's sister, d. unmarried, 1686 (Bruton par. Reg.). Unity m. (1) Ralph Graves, (2) 
Thos. Cripps and died 1695. Mary m. Wm. Davis and had at least 4 children as the following item shows: King 
Wm. Rec, vol. 1, p. 9, May 20, 1702, "John Davis of King Wm. Co. with consent of my father. Wm. Davis & in 
consideration of the marriage to be arranged between my sister Sarah Davis & Wm. Holladay have assigned to 
Wm. Holiday 75 a. on Mattapony as my part of 300 a. fallen to me on the death of my aunt Rebecca White, 
bounded as follows, up from the river upon Scotland line, bounded by the line of Mr. Richd. Littlepage on one 
side & along the line belonging to Ralph Graves on the other side. Wit: Richd. Gissedge, Sarah X Gissedge, Wm. 
Noyes.” Since the grantor in this deed owned % of the tract, there must have been three other owners. The 
father's consent was necessary since he had a life right in the land. Wm., son of Henry & Mary Croshaw White, 
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was ir. 1702 living in King Wm. Co. on the land formerly lying in New Kent which had been bequeathed him by 
‘as father. He is identified in this deed: Id. p. 19, July 12, 1702, Wm. White of King Wm. Co. to Eliz. Richeson 
of Abingdon Par. Gloucester Co. for £75 cur. Money 333 a. part of a tract, of 1300 bequeathed by the last will & 
testament of Henry White to the sd. Wm. & his three sisters. His wife Susanna, dau. of Rice Jones, & Elizabeth 
Crowshaw d. 1701 (Bruton Par. Reg.) After selling his King Wm. Land he returned to York Co. for the same Par. 
Reg. Records his death in 1703. Apparently he had only one child, for the court ordered Aug. 24, 1704 (York O. 
B. 1702-1706, p. 242) "that the estate of Wm. White, decd. Be turned over to the custody of Eliz. Jones for 
benefit of the orphan of the decd." And the next month (Id. p. 256), "that Madam Elizabeth Jones with Timothy 
Pinkethman & Maurice Jones as her sec. Give bond as admtrz. Of Wm. White." Henry, the orphan described 
above, apparently died unmarried. His will dated July 6, 1732, proved Sept. 20, 1736, leaves "to my uncle Richd. 
Jones", who is made exor., my Negro man Jack, residue of estate to be equally divided among Uncle Maurice 
Jones, Uncle Humphrey Jones & Aunt Rebecca Jones (Ibid. W. B. 1732-1740, p. 317). 

Mary Croshaw after the death of Henry White m. (2) Thos. Taylor and was buried July 18, 1687. We have no 
record of any children by the second marriage. 

The descendants of Rachel Croshaw who m. Ralph Graves have already been discussed and the descendants 
of her sister Unity who m. Col. John West have been written up so frequently that further mention of them is 
superfluous.

DR. JOHN WOODSON 
VIRGINIA 
(1586-1644) 


Dr. John WOODSON, the emigrant ancestor of this family was among the founders of the Virginia Colony. He 
came to Virginia in the ship GEORGE in 1619, as surgeon to a company of British soldiers. A native of 
Dorsetshire. An Oxford Student in 1608. He brought with him his wife Sarah. They settled at Fleur de Hundred 
where their sons John and Robert were probably born. 


Fleur de Hundred, now known as Flowerdew Hundred, is probably named after Temperance FLOWERDEW, 
wife of Sir. George YEARDLEY, Virginia's first Governor, who came to Virginia in 1619 on the same ship with 
the WOODSON'S. 


The YEARDLEY'S owned the plantation and in 1624 sold it to Abraham PIERSEY. Flowerdew Hundred had a 
representative in the first House Of Burgesses in1619 and when counties were established in 1634 it was part of 
Charles City County and in 1702 was included in the new Prince George County. Presently Flowerdew Hundred 
Foundation, 1716 Flowerdew Rd., Hopewell, Virginia 23860 owns and maintains the plantation as a Public Trust. 


Sarah WOODSON was a brave pioneer woman. In the absence of her husband during the Indian Uprising of April 
18, 1644, aided by Robert LIGON, she resisted an attack by the Indians, killing nine. She loaded the gun while

He came to Virginia in 1608, was a member of the 
London Company in 1609, and member of the House of Burgesses in 
1623. When the massacre of 1622 occurred he was on a trading cruise 
in the Potomac, and at once challenged Opechancanough or any of 
his men to fight him naked, but the offer was not accepted. Crashaw 
spent much time among the Indians, and was intimately acquainted with 
their habits and customs. From his first arrival, when he became a 
friend of John Smith, he took an active part in the business and defence 
of the Colony. He was one of the authors of complimentary verses 
prefixed to Smith’s Genéral History, and the latter seems to have had 
a high opinion of his knowledge of Indians and Indian warfare. He 
was married, and probably had issue,as Richard and Joseph Croshaw 
(only a variation of the name Crashaw) were prominent men in the ad- 
joining county of York during the first fifty or sixty years of the 


Colony. 


[z] Kiquotan, at the first settlement of the county, was the name of 
an Indian village occupying the site of the present town of Hampton, 
and until (as appears from the records) about 1680 was the most com- 
mé6n name of the English settlement. 

[3] It is worth noting that as early as 1623, this well known place was 
called “Old” Point Comfort. There is a New Point Comfort in 


Gloucester county.

Supply” the last of September 1608. In 1623-24, he was a Burgess from Elizabeth City County. He was 
one of the authors of the complimentary verses prefixed to Capt. John Smith's "General History”. His 
wife came over on the "Bona Nova" in 1620 but, as she is not mentioned in 1623/24 Census, she was 
likely dead by 1623.Crowshaw was alive November 22, 1624 but was dead by December 27, 1624.The 
Corporation of Elizabeth City (Corporacon Of Elizabeth Cittie) states that Capt. Raughly (Raleigh) 
planted by Patent 500 acres between Fox Hill and the Pomonkey River to establish Elizabeth City. 
Crowshaw is listed in the "Register Of Qualifying Seventeenth Century Ancestors" of "The Jamestown 
Society" 1994, page 20.Rawleigh Croshaw born Abt. 1570 in Croshaw, Lancashire, England ."

I'm not sure where to look. I referenced a copy in the library. Meanwhile, the full write up on Raleigh 
from that. book is: 


Capt. Raleigh] Croshaw, Gent., came to Jamestown on the Second Supply the latter part of Sep 
1608.2 He was probably a member of the family of Crashaw of Crashaw, Lancashire, in which the 
name Richard was common and which had branches at Bentley and Dodsworth in Yorkshire.3 If such 
be the case, he was a relative of the Rev. William Crashaw, B.D. (1572-1626), who was born near 
Sheffield, Yorkshire, and whose eloquent sermon on the colonization of Virginia has been so often 
quoted, and the latter’s son Richard Crashaw (1613-1649), the Roman Catholic priest and mystic 
poet.4 

Capt. Croshaw was the author of one of the complimentary verses prefixed to Capt. John Smith’s 
General History, 1624, and the latter seems to have had a high opinion of his knowledge Indians and 
Indian warfare. When the massacre of 1622/3 occured, Croshaw was ona trading cruise on the 
Potomac and at once challenged Opechancanough or any of his men to fight him naked but the offer 
was not accepted.5 He was a member of the London Company, 1609, and is listed as an adventurer in 
the Virginia Company, 1618, 1620.6 

A patent issued, probably in 1623, to “Captain Rawleigh Crashaw, Gent., of Kiccoughtan, an Ancient 
Planter who hath remained in this country 15 years complete and performed many worthy services to 
the Colony,” for 500 acres near Old Point Comfort, due for his personal adventure and transportation 
out of England of his servant and his wife, who came on the Bona Nova in 1620 and £25 adventured.7 
He was a Burgess for Elizabeth City in the Assembly of 1624.8 On 16 March 1623/4 a commission 
issued to Capt. Rawleigh Croshawe to trade with the savages for corn.9 On this trading voyage in the 
pinnace Elizabeth he bought a “great Canoe,” with 10,000 of Mr. Treasurer’s “blew beades.”10 

Capt. Croshaw was alive 22 Nov 1624 but dead by 27 Dec 1624 when Capt. Francis West, as 
administrator of Capt. Croshaw’s estate, was ordered to take an inventory.11 There are other 
references to the estate as late as 9 Feb 1628/9, 12 but neither widow or orphans are mentioned. As 
they do not appear in the census of 1623/4 or the muster of 1624/5, the probability is that they had

House of Burgess for Elizabeth City in 1624 and died that same year. According to Land Office 
Patents and Grants in Virginia, Raleigh purchased 500acres of land, but no date or county 
location was given. It was Raleigh’s granddaughter, UI, who tied the history of this remarkable 
man to the Blackwell lineage.
